The annual premium, according to .the 
policy, fell due.on Maroh 12 each year, 
but he claims that the notification which 
he received in 1900 of. the premium being 
due seemed to bear the date of March 14, 
and he accordingly paid@.the assessment 
on that day. He. ‘that the com- 
pany received the’ aid.then in a 
few days notin * that his “policy

of the assessment, and@that, the company 
refused to reinstate Als policy. _. 

He claims that in this action the com- 
pany broke faith with him, as some al- 
lowance provided for’ a slight delay in 
the payment of a prémium. He alleges 
that the company is using every method 
to get rid of all it# outstanding poli- 
cies.

Following its exclusive story of the be- 
ginning of work) on the new union pas- 
isenger station to be constructed on the 


property at the intersection of Mitchell 
street and Madison avenue. The Constitu- 
tion presents this morning a map showing 
the exact location of the new depot, and 
the way by which al] trains may enter 
and leave it without passing through the 
renter of the city. : 

The area within the dotted line repre- 
sents the property owned by the Central 
and Southern railway companies on which 
the buildings will be located. About 98 
per cent of this property now belongs 
to the Central of Georgia and 20 per 
cent to the Southern, but it is proposed 
to transfer the ownership, as jhas been 
stated, to a union station company which 
will soon be organized, and In which it 
is expected all the railroads entering the 
city will become stockholders, 

Tomorrow, as The Constitution stated, 
preliminary work will begin. Engineers 
will survey and plot the ground and 
give the architects as quicklv as possible 
all the information necessary to enable 
them to make the plans. These prelimi- 
nary plans will be ready about January 
1, and it is expected that work can begin 
on the new structure by February 1, or 
yery shortly thereafter. Within fifteen 
months after that time, it is probable, 
General Agent Barbour Thompson states, 
the new depot will be entirely completed. 
This will give Atlanta a new union pas- 
senger station before the middle of 1904. 

Depot’s General Plans. 

While nothing has been done yet to- 
ward preparing the plans, the railroad 
officials who have been handling the mat- 
ter have a pretty clear idea of what they 


are going to do. and Mr. Thompson yes- 
terday gave The Constitution a general 


Outline of the new station. 

The train shed will run from the Mitch- 
ell street viaduct back toward Alabama 
street in the manner shown. in the map. 
It will be 750 feet long and 230 feet wide, 
and will contain ten tracks. Each track 
will be long enough to hold ten coaches 
and an engine, so that the shed can ac- 
commodate one hundred passenger and 
baggage coaches at the same time. Be- 
tween each pair of tracks will be a 


- Platform 20 ‘feet wide, while above the

Railroad Offices There. 

The idea in view is that ultimately all’ 
of the railroad offices of the city will be | 
located in the depot building. There wiil | 
be plenty of office space for this purpose 
and a consolidation of them will make 


it far more convenient not only for the 
railroad people themselves, but for all 
who have dealings with them. 

The Southern has already moved many 
of its offices here from Weshington, and 
the passenger and auditing departments 
are expected to follow soon the freight 
department, which ts already here. The 
Southern’s offices now in the Equitable 
and those still to come from Washington 
will ultimately find thelr way to the 
new depot building, where it Is proposed 
that there’ shall be plenty of room not 
only for these, but for all the other rail- 
road offices in the city. 

With this new union station it will no 
longer be necessary for any railroad en- 
tering Atlanta to pass through the cen- 
ter of the city. The only possible ex- 
ception to this is the Georgia railroad, 
which might bring its trains through 
the city, crossing Loyd and Pryor 


streets and passing under the 
Whitehall street viaduct, Broad and For- 
syth street bridges, and then backing into 
the station. But this can be avoided. It 
is possible for the Georgia railroad to 
bring its trains in by the Atlanta Belt 
from Cliffton around to Oakland City, 
and then in on the same tracks as are 
used by the Central of Georgia and the 
Atlanta and West Point. 

The Southern rallway’s trains to Wash- 
ington and the east are the only others 
that now leave the eastern end of the 
present depot. These will come in over 
the belt line which runs from Belt Junc- 
tion to the tracks of the Western and 
Atlantic and the Southern just west of 
the city. The Southern will turn its 
present tracks on the western side of 
the city in from Rhodes street to the 
new train shed, and over this will come 
all trains from the Atlanta and Char- 
lotte division, from Chattanooga and 
from Birmingham. The Southern’s 
tracks from the south and those of the 
Central and Atlanta and West Point 


now traverse the very property on which 
the depot will be built, so that they may 


go directly into it. 

The Western and Atlantic and ine Sea- 
poard can come into the station over 
what is known as the old Monroe track, 
built originally as a connection between 
the Central and the Western and At- 
lantic. 

Thus it will be seen all the trains can 
enter the depot without crossing any of 
the city’s principal streets. 

Company To Be Formed. 

Application for @ charter for a union 
station company will be filed within the 
next few days, and the property on whicn 
the depot is to be built will be transferred 
to this company. 

Each of the railroads entering the new 
station will become owner of a propor- 
tionate share of the stock in the compa- 
ny, and then each will pay for the use 
of the station on a wheelage basis, or in 
proportion to the number of cars 4 han- 
dles in the station. All the profits will, of 
course, be apportioned among the stock- 
holders, which will be the railroads tho. 
selves. 

All of the railroads entering the city 
will be invited to enter this new station, 
and while none but the Southern and 
Central of Georgia have expressed them- 
selves so far, it is believed all of them 
will accept the proposal. The making of 


connections will necessitate this, so the 
agreement of all is practically assured.

Talk in Railroad Circles. 
Little else was talked about in railroad 
circles yesterday excepting the account 
of the new depot as published in The 
Constitution. Its every phase was wide- 


| ly discussed, from the entrance to the 
Station to the passing of Railroad row. 


It seemed to be the opinion that tie gen- 
eral passenger offices of the Southern 
would: be located in the higher stories of 
the new depot just as they are in many 
other large cities. It is believed, too, that 
with the moving of the center of railroad 
interests toward the West Mitchell street 
viaduct, the local offices of other outside 
roads will have to move in the same way. 

Much interest was centered in the ma- 
ripulations of real estate which are ex- 
pected. These are not purely conjectures. 
There are facts to go on. One of the 
deals reported since the location of the 
oepot was practically assured was that 
of an Atlantan who purchased a strip 
of ground for $5,000 and three days later 
sold the same for $8,000. Another is that 
of a business man who purchased a plot 
of ground and erected a $25,000 plant. He 


is reported to have bought the ground 
for $8,000, and before he moved into it was 


offered $50,000 for land and factory, and 
accepted it.

FORTY-FIVE MEN 
UUT UF FURNACE 


Crew of Burning Steamer Res- 


cued in Mid Ocean, 


Seamen Were Being Scorched to 
Death When Taken Off by the 
United States Transport 
CrookK—Vessel Was Com- 
pletely Destroyed. 


San Francisco, November 1.—Forty-five 
Japanese, powerless to escape from a 
burning steamer, were rescued by the 
transport Crook on her outward voyage 
from this port. News of the rescue 
reached here on the transport Sheridan. 

The Crook left here on September 16, 
bound for Manila. On October 10, when 
off Van Dyman straits, a steamer flying 
distress signals was sighted. The vessel 
proved to be the Japanese collier Yo- 
shimi Maru and was on fire. The Crook 
altered her course and headed for the 
burning vessel. When she arrived in 
hailing distance the flames were beyond 
the control of the crew and were coming 
from the hatchways. The Japanese were 


~hanging over the sides of the vessel, be- 


ing unable to stand the heat on deck. 
All were rescued by the crew of the 
Crook and were taken to Nagasaki. 

The Japdnese stated that at the first 
sign of fire the Chinese members of the 
crew launched the boats and left the 
Japanese t» fight the fire unassisted. The 
Yoshimi Maru burned to the water's 
edge and then disappeared from sight.

DIAMOND QUEEN 


Mrs. R. H. Thomas arrfved in the city 
last evening at 7 o’clock under arrest and 
in charge of Detective Lanford. Sbe was 
atcompanied by her father, Dr. 8S.

Foster, of Winder, and Attorney F, C. 
Shackleford, of Athens. 

The arrest of Mrs. Thomas was made 
on a@ warrant sworn out before Justice 
Landrum charging her with receiving 
stolen property. It was the same charge 
in the warrant before Justice Bateman, 
and on which she was released last 
Wednesday on her own recognizance. 
While the rearrest was ostensibly to 
make her give bond on the charge of 
complicity in the stealings of her hus- 
band, it was in reality to hold her until 
it could be definitely decided whether or 
not she was the notorious ‘“‘queen of dia- 
monds,’’ the female crook who fleeced 
jewelers in Savannah out of $2,000 worth 
of jewelry last August. 

When the picture of Mrs, Thomas was 
seen in The Constitution by the victim- 
ized merchants of Savannah, they de- 
clared that it was the exact likeness of 
the woman who had robbed them, and 
the chief of police of Savannah immedi- 
ately wrote to Chief Ball in Atlanta to 
have Mrs. Thomas held, not knowing she 
had been released. 

Last night Chief Ball wired the Savan- 
nah chief to send some one to Atlanta at 


| once to identify Mrs. Tnerans, as she was

Mrs. Thomas was the same impassive, 
smiling and unruffled woman she was 
when she Was first taken into custody 
and told the officers all she knew about 
her husband. She answered all questions 
freely and was not at a loss for a word 
to express herself.

last night did she seem disturbed while 
: being questioned and that was when she 
| was asked about her divorce from her

“Tl have never been in Savannah but 
once in my life,’’ she stated, ‘‘and that 


was When I was only 3 years old. I was 
there then to visit an uncle. I most em- 
phatically deny that I am the woman 
called the ‘“‘Queen of Diamonds” in Savan- 
nah. I came to Atlanta this time expect- 
ing to be faced with officers from Sa- 
vannah. I knew I was an innocent wo- 
man and had no fears of the outcome; 
but after I arrived here I am held on a 
warrant on the same charge that insti- 
gated my first arrest. My father was not 
expecting this and therefore made no ar- 
rangements for a bond. I have been sick 
and nervous and if it was not for my 
child I would have given up. I have tried 
to do what I believed to be right and 
helped the officers find my husband, and 
this is what I get for it.”’

She was asked if she still loved her 
husband, and she replied: 

“Yes, for I cannot so soon forget my 
love for him when we were married.

GOES UP ACAI 


Figures Quoled at Fifty Cent 
Increase in Atlanta, 


Coal Dealers Say the Situation of the 
Coal Carrying Railroads in Not | 
Being Able To Get Cars 
Makes the Situation Ex- 
tremely Grave. 


As was first announced in The Consti- 
tution of several days ago, the present 
car famine @m the coal carrying railroads 
has brought about an increase in the re- 
tail price of coal 8 cents ger ton. This 
increase in price went into effect yester- 
day. 

A reporter made the rounds of several 
of the retajl dealers and everywhere the 
condition was found to be the same. 
Plenty of coal at the mines, but no pos- 
sible way of getting it in any adequate 
quantities to Atlanta and other cities. 
The present visibly supply, both here and 
elsewhere, is far from sufficient to meet 
the demand a sold snap would warrant 
and the scarcity of steam coal ig reported 
as being a real menace to the industries 
of this and other cities unless tho rail- 
roads do something to imraediately re- 
lieve the congested condition of the mar- 
ket. The same applies to coal for home 
consumption. 

Mines Shut Down. 

Several letters were shown to the news- 
paper man from mines, both in Alabama 
and Tennessee, to the effect that it had 
been found necesary to shut down the 
mines. This, too, in the very face of or- 
ders that could be easily filled, if only the 
coal mined could be shipped. Two of the 
letters asked that the coal men at this 
end of the line apply to the proper au- 
thcrities and gee if something cruld not 
be done that would immediately facili- 
tate the matter of shipment. 

In several instances this was done by 
personal visits and by letter. The an- 
swers from the railroads were to the ef- 
fect that the delays were caused both by 
a lack of cars and motive power. Or- 
ders for locomotives were in the northern 
shops, but these shops were so busy that 
they could not fill the orders immediately. 

A Unique Situation. 

So it is that, notwithstanding the fact 
that the great coal strike which threat- 
ened the business interests of the entire 
country is over, the price of coal in At- 
lanta and sister cities is going up and the 
prospects are that they will go stil 
higher before the famine in cars and mo- 
tive power is relieved. 

One dealer said: ‘‘While I do not want 
to alarm the public unnecessarily, I con- 
sider the situation a very grave one, quite 
as grave as it has ever been. In case of 
a cold snap there will be a sudden de- 
mand for coal, espectally among the poor 
people who do not carry any stock on 
hand, and unless unforeseen aid is brought 
in the matter of Bhipmeéent over the coal 
carrying railroads there will be much 
suffering. As it is now time for the cold 
weather to set in, this state of affairs 
may occur at any time. One thing, the 
dealers are suffering more than any one 
else.”” 


BURGLARIZED A CHURCH. 


Sacrilegious Rogues Enter Church of 
Holy Comforter and Take Every- 
thing of aVlue. 

Burglars added sacrilege to theft either 
Thursday or Friday night by breaking 
into the mission of the Holy Comforter, 
an Episcepal cnurch at the corner of Pul- 
liam and Montgomery streets, and steal- 
ing everything of value that could be 

earried off.

Yesterday afternoon 
the janitor entered the church to sweep 
the carpets and he discovered that bur- 
glars nad been in the building.

PLANS OF STRIKE COMMISSION. 


Taking of Testimony Will Be Begun 
Next Week. 

Scranton, Pa., November 1.—The arbi- 
tration commission, which is engaged in 
settling the differences existing between 
the anthracite coal miners and the min? 
workers, decided today while on their 
tour of the Wyoming valley to adjourn 
next Thursday until Friday, November 
14, when the taking of testimony will be- 
gin in this city. 

The first four days of next week will 
be taken up in inspecting the mines and 
mining towns from Hazleton south to 
the end of the hard coal fields. AH, of 
this territory is in districts Nos. 7 and 9 
of the United Mine Workers of America, 
and is under the jurisdiction of Presi- 
dent Thomas Duffy and John Fahy, o? 
the union, who will accompany the com- 
mission. 

Chairman Gray said that the object in 
taking a recess of one week was for the 
purpose of giving both sides sufficient 
time to prepare their cases, and also tu 
give members of the commission an op- 
portunity to examine the issues, It is the 
intention to have the miners, who are 
considered the plaintiffs, submit their 
case first. The sixty-seven individual op- 
erators will be given an opportunity to 
be heard, as well as ali the iarger coal 
companies, 

The miners will take up considerable 
time in presenting their side of the case. 

The question of making a preliminary 
report on some of the issues involved, 
such as the increase of wages, a shorter 
work day and the weighing of coal at 
the mouth of the mines, has not yet 
been officially taken up by the commis- 
sion, and it is not definitely known to- 
night that it will be consideréd by the 
commissioners.

‘Magnate Confer at Cleveland 


What Transpired at the Conference 
Not Definitely Known, but It’s 
Reported That a Great Soft 
Coal Trust Is Being 
Formed. 


Cleveland, O., November 1.—J. Pierpont 
Morgan and party arrived here tais 
morning from Chicago in a special train 
ever the Lake Shore railroad. The train 
was stopped at the Detroit street cross- 
ing, Where Mr. Morgan and his friends 
‘alighted and were driven to the residence 
of Ralph W. Hickok on Lake avenue. 

Later in the day Senator Hanna was a 
visitor at the Hickok residence and held 
a long conference with Mr. Morgan and 
nis assistants. The conference lasted for 
several hours. At its conclusion Mr. 
Hanna was driven to his office in the 
Perry-Payne building. He declined to dis- 
uss his interview with Mr. Morgan. He 
said, however, that the latter was sim- 
ply in the west on a railroad inspection 


tour. 

The Evening Plain .Dealer says: 

“A report which could not be confirmed 
says that Mr. Morgan’s visit to both 
Chicago and Cleveland was in connection 
wita the proposed combination of all the 
soft coal interests in the country. 

“For the past two years there has been 
a gradual merging of the various soft 
coal producing concerns, until the busi- 
ness, it is said, is now practically in the 
hands of a comparatively few individuals. 

“Mr. Morgan is credited with being 
largely instrumental in combining the 
Hocking Valley field in this state, while 
the firm of M. A. Hanna & Co, has 
gained practical contro] of the entire out- 
put of tae Massilion field. 

‘It is said that constant efforts have 
been made recently to unite the soft coal 
producers in Indiana and Illinois and it 
is pointed out that as Mr. Morgan is 
largely imterested in the movement his 
visit to Chicago, as well as to Cleve- 
land. had to ao with this project.” 

“Negotiations were commenced several 
Jays ago\to effect a consolidation of the 
Pittsburg Coal Company and the Monon- 

lidated Coal and Coke Com- 

he largest producing con- 

cerns in west Pennsylvania, which 

contro] a very large proportion of the 
output of the Pittsburg district. 

“The merging of these two companies 
would mean a capitalization of $110,000,000 
with assets of $120,190,700. A still larger 
deal is now said to be contemplated in 
which not only Senator Hanna, but J. 
P. Morgan, are reputed to have a direct 
interest.’’

The corporation commission is notified 
that the South and West railway has 
completed and has in operation 27 miles 
of its line in Mitchell county, and has 15 
miles more graded. This road is to cross 
the Western North Carolina, not at Ma- 
rion. but at Nebo, and thence run near 
Morganton and to Lincolnton, connecting 
there with the Seaboard Air Line, which, 
it is conjectuged, is backing it.

‘Unusual Precautions Being 
Taken To Protect Ballots 
Prepared for Tuesday. 


Dover, Del., November 1.—Unusual pre- 
cautions are being taken to protect the 
ballots which are to be used in Dela- 
ware next Tuesday. When the official 
ballots were delivered by the printer to 
the county authorities of Sussex last 
night guards were stationed over them 
and were sworn to preserve the ballots 
from damage or tampering. In Kent 
county the ballot boxes were piled in a 
fireproof room, which is practically im- 
penetrable, 

In this manner the ballots will be pro- 
tected until Monday, when the work of 
distribution to the various’ elections 
boards will begin. Two ballots for each 
registered voter will be delivered to each 
inspector, while two reserve ballots for 
each elector will be kept by the clerk of 
the peace of each county. Kach district's 
ballots aré in a sealed pasteboard box 
fitted within the wooden ballot boxes 
and must only be opened in the presence 


of the entire election board on Tuesday

“Nine congressmen are to be elected 
and the democrats confidently expect that 
the entire congressional delegation from 
this state will be democrats, despite the 
neavy fight against Burnett In the Sev- 
enth district and the large amount of 
money which the republicans have poured 
into the district to compass this defeat. 
We believe the Seventh district is safel} 
democratic. In the Fourth district, where

How many, if any, republicans will 
desert the ‘lily white’’ movement be- 
cause of the apparent opposition of thc 
administration is an interesting question 
and one that is causing considerable talk 
among the republicans, The average re- 
publican claims that the desertions will 
be few and unimportant. However, they 
admit in some cases that there will be 
considerable temptation to those who are 
in politics for office to leave the organi- 
zation which seems to be out of favor 
with the administration. 

That the newly organized party, al- 
ready dubbed the ‘‘black and tans,’’ will 
seek recognition at the hands of the na- 
tional organiation ig certain. The party 
will elect a delegation to the next na- 
tional republican convention to contest 
the seating of the delegation sent up 
by the “lily whites.’’ This delegation 
will probably be half white and half 
black. The ‘lily whites’’ will, of course, 
send an all-white delegation. 
_ The question of recognition will then 
be up to the national republican execu- 
tive committee, of which Mark Hanna 
is chairman, and the question will then 
be settled definitely as ta which of the 
organiations is ‘‘official.’’ 
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Democrats Claim Every Con- 
gressional District in North 
~- Carolina. 


Raleigh, N C..; November 1.—(Special.)— 
Your correspondent specially interviewed 
Democratic State Chairman F. M. Sim- 
mons regarditig the election outlook. Mr. 
Simmons gaid: 

“We will carry the state by a majority 
between 60,000 and 00,000. We will posi- 
tively elect every congressman in the ten 
districts. Not over thirty members of 
the legislature will be other than the 
regular democratic nominees. The reg- 
istration of whites is better than we ex- 
pected. As yet the full reports are not 
‘In from half the counties, but I have 
partial ones from nearly all of them. 
I do not think the negro registration will 
be much over §,000. The negroes as a 
rule did not seek to register. There is a 
good registration of negroes in Wake and 
Alamance counties. The way in which 
Senator Pritchard has treated the negroes 
caused thelr apathy. As I have said, few 
indeed asked to register. None registered 
in Scotland county or in Roberson. They 
did not apply. I hear that none registered 
in perhaps some other counties.’’ 

National Democratic Committeeman Jo- 
sephus Daniels was present at this in- 
terview and when he was asked his own 
views on the subject, he said: 

“Mr. Simmons’ figures, I am sure, are 
very correct, We will elect all the ten 
congressmen. There will be in the lower 
house of the legislature one hundred dem- 
ocrats out of the one hundred and twen- 
ty members, and forty-five out of the 
fifty senators will be democrats. We 
will carry the state by not less than 5V,- 
000 majority, and if there is a big vote by 
even a larger majority.”’ 


Independent Candidate. 

The republicans in this congressional 
district having failed to make a con- 
gressional nomination, Dr. Thomas L. 
Banks comes out as an independent can- 
didate. for the purpose, he says, of giv- 
ing the republicans an opportunity which 
was being denied them, to vote for one of 
their party. 

Frank D. Jones, who is the chairman 
of the republican executive committee 
of this district, when*asked by The Con- 
stitution how large he thought the ma- 
jority of E. W. Pou, democrat, would 
be, replied: ‘Ten thousand.’’ 

The republicans now admit that they 
see how badly Senator Pritchard, the re- 
publican state chairman, was deceived 
by the independent movement. He thought 
that for every negro dropped out of the 
party he would get at least a couple of 
independent voters. The independent vot- 
ers have failed to materialize. The negro 
is lost to the party, as his vote is now 
too small to enter into any calculation 
whatever so far as this election is con- 
cerned. 

Of course not all the negroes will vote 
against the white republicans this year, 
as a wa~ of showing their anger. If one- 
fourth of them thus vote it will be a 
remarkable showing, as heretofore they 
have voted almost solidly for whatever 
republicans were put up. Of course two 
vears hence there may be a marked 
change in conditions and a number of 
negroes may register.

A BIG DAMAGE SUIT FILED. 


| J. T. Tucker Asks for $35,000 for Loss 
of a Leg. 

Jackson, Ga., November 1.—(Special.)— 
Suit was filed here today by J. T. Tucker, 
through his attorneys, Arnold & Arnold, 
of Atlanta, to recover alleged damages 
| to the amount of $35,000 of the Fiovilla 
and Indian Spring Railway Company for 
the loss of Mr. Tucker's leg on July 29 
of the present year. 

The petition sets forth that Mr. Tucker, 
who is a traveling salesman, was cross 
ing over the public street in the town 
of Fiovilla for the purpose of boarding 
the Southern railway passenger train. 

When he was crossing the track of the 
Indian Spring and Filovilla railroad the 
dummy engine ran over him, cutting off 
his left leg near the knee. The peti- 
tioner claims that the crew of the train 
was very negligent, that the engineer 
and conductor had both left it, and that 
a negro fireman alone was running it. 
and that he was keeping no ilookou: 
whatever.

The two memorials are near the en- 
trance to the cemetery and are within 
plain view of each other. They are 
identical, save for the inscriptions. They 
are six and a half feet long, three and a 
half feet higk and three feet wide. The 
bases are biocks of granite, about one- 
third the height of the whole. On one 
side of the cLaws memorial are the 
words: “I fought not for what I thought 
was right, but for principles that were 
right.”” On the opposite side are the 
words: “He knew when to lead us , 
and he always brought us out,” this 
having been said of him by his soldiers. 

Upon the Bartow monument are in- 
scribed the words: “I go to illustrate 
Georgia,’’ such having been a sentence 
of his speech made upon the occasion 
of the departure of the Oglethorpe Lignhi 
Infantry for Virginia. On the other are 
his las words: “They've killed me, 
boys, but never give it up.”’

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DEAD HEROES 
~ ARE HONORED 


Savannah, Ga., November 1.—(Special.) 
Handsome sarcophagi upon the tombs 
of General Lafayette McLaws and Gen- 
eral Francis 8. Bartow in Laurel Grove 
cemetery were unveiled this afternoon 
and disclosed to the view of many vis- 
itors. The advertisement of. the event 
resulted in a large attendance of confed- 
erate veterans, sons, daughters and chil- 
dren of the confederacy, who desired to 
inspect the work. 

e Bartow sarcophagus was erected 
by the confederate associations, the 
Oglethorpe Light Infantry and the citi- 
zens of Savannah. It and the McLaws 
memorial were sculptured in Savannah 
from Georgia marble, the committee 
having all the arrangements in hand con- 
sisting of Messrs. D. G. Purse, J. 
Extill, John R. Dillon, C. L. Chesnutt 
and H. A. Crane. The McLaws sarco- 
phagus was erected through the same 
subscription#, save for the Oglethorpe 
Light Infantry, which devoted its sub- 
scription to the Bartow memorial, Gen- 
eral Bartow baving been the commander 
that led the company from Savannah 
to join the forces in Virginia at the open- 
ing of the civil war. 

There was no formal dedication. A com- 
mittee of ladies visited the graves this 
afternoon, got everything in readiness 
by 4 & clock and were then prepared for 
the inspection of their work. This com- 
mittee consisted of Mrs. H. 8S. Dreese, 
Mrs. W. B. Dupont, Miss Camilla Usina, 
Miss Julia Ward, Mrs. F. D. Bloodworth, 
Mrs. Kate Krenson, Miss Rebecca Du- 
pont, Miss Louise Dupont, Miss Lallian 
Strickland, Miss Elizabeth.

Hale, who wore it upon the occasion 
of the capture of the United States gun- 
boat Harriet Lane in Galveston bay, De- 
cember 31, 1862. 

The two memorials are near the en- 
trance to the cemetery and are within 
plain view of each other.

The 
bases are biocks of granite, about one- 
third the height of the whole. On one 
side of the cLaws memorial are the 
words: “I fought not for what I thought 
was right, but for principles that were 
right.””

Football Game 


One of the Temporary Grand Stands 
Collapses, Carrying Down One 
Thousand People—Thirty- 

Two Injured, but None 
of Them Fatally.

Chicago, November 1.—With a crash 
that could be heard for biocks, one of the 
temporary grand stands erected for the 
Wisconsin-Michigan football game cal- 
lapsed this afternoon, carrying down fully 
1,000 people. Thirty-two people ‘were in- 
jured, but none'of them fatally. 

The grandstand which collapsed was 
one of those that had been brought from 
Wisconsin by the Wisconsin team, and 
although not entirely finished when the 
game began, had been inspected by the 
city building department and pronounced 
safe. 

The blame for the accident rests, ac- 
cording to the police and building inspec- 
tors, with the people who were on the 
stand more than anybody else. The work- 
men were still. placing the braces in 
place when the crowd began to pour into 
the stand. The police and the building 
inspectors did their best to keep the peo- 
ple out until the braces had been properly 
placed, but the crowd became so large 
and unwieldy that it was decided to al- 
low them to enter the stand, which could 
be finished after they had taken their 
seats.

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MEETING OCCURS TOMORROW 


Asphalt Contracts May Be Out Out 
Until the Galaries of Teachers, 


The indications are that council tomor- 
row afternoon will again discuss the 
much mooted question of fruit stands. 
This matter has engaged the attention of 
the city fathers for some weeks past and 
they will no dowbt wrestle with the sub- 
ject once more with a view to settling 
the perplexing problem for all time to 
come, 

At the last regular meeting of council 
Councilman James L. Key introduced an 
ordinance seeking to amend the existing 
ordinance, which permits merchants to 
vse 2 feet of the sidewalk in front of their 
places of business to display their wares. 
Mr. Key desires to except fruit stands 
from the provisions of this law and seeks 
to compel fruit dealers to give up all 
claim to this sidewalk space, making 
their displays of luscious edibles ingide 
their stores. 

The adoption of this amendment would. 
practically put fruit stands out of busl- 
ness—at least those that now exist on 
the sidewalks. Mr. Key thinks that dis- 
plays such as are made by many fruit 
stands blockade the sidewalks and inter- 
fere with pedestrians. He wants to rem- 
edy the evil, as he considers it. This pro- 
posed ordinance will be considered by the 
legislative committee of council at a 
meeting to be held tomorrow morning at 
10 o'clock. 

At the same meeting the committee will 
have up for consideration the resolution 
by Councilman Hill, of the seventh ward, 
which provides that the city shall make 
no more contracts for asphalt paving un- 
til the salaries of teachers, firemen an 
policemen shall have been restored to the 
figures in force before the general salary 
cut made in 1896. This resolution was 
presented at the last regular session of 
council, when that body was discussing 
the ordinance, by the ordinance and s1i- 
ary committees, which sought to bind the 
council of 1908 to increase the pay of 
méembers of. the police department from 
the chief down. 

The proposed ordinance by Councilman 
Key to prohibit the use of convict labor 
and materials resulting from such labor 
in“the city public work has received the 
favorable report of the ordinance com- 
mittee and it is probable that the consid- 
eration of the report will occasion con- 
siderable discussion during the meeting 
of council when it comes up. 


MORGANS AND SPEYERS OUT. 


London, November 1.—Not the least re- 
markable feature of the ‘‘Tube’’ railroad 
controversy here is, the appearance of 
such firms as the Morgans and Speyer 
Bros. as contributors to the correspon- 
dence columns of the London newspapers. 
The Speyers followed up the acrimonius 
‘“‘tude’’ debate in the house of commons 
Thursday night by publishing an open 
letter in thé London daily papers dis- 
claiming’ all responsibility for the defeat 
of the Morgans’ bills and explaining that 
they had bought the United Tramway 
»shares in the course of usual business 
long before the rupture between the Mor- 
gans and the United Tramway manage- 
ments. 

This morning the Morgans answered 
through The Times characterizing Speyer 
Bros.’ explanation as “entirely incor- 
rect,’’ recounting the history of the Yerkes 
coup and declaring that the Morgans 


had been purposely kept in ignorance of 
the sale of the United Tramway stock 
until the very moment the London united 
bill was withdrawn by parliamentary com- 
mittee October 21.

Railway Is Being Used To Transport 
the Troops of Colombia—Battle 
with the Rebels Is Said 
To Be Hourly Im- 
minent. . 


Colon, Colombia, November 1.—Nearly 
1,500 Colombian troops béarded a train at 
Colon this afternoon for a point on the 
railroad liné, and it was rumored that 
they were to leave the cars near Taber- 
nilla station. Several hundred insurgents 
are reported to be at San’ Pablo, about 
half way across the isthmus, and in the 
surrounding hills. A large number of 
rebels also have been’seen, off and on. 
at all stations between Tabernilla and Cu- 
lebra. 

For the first time since the United 
States forces undertook to maintain free 
transit across the isthmus the train whi¢h 
left here this afternoon with government 
troops did not fly the American flag nor 
were any American marines aboard it.

Denver, Colo., November 1.—(Special.)— 
A stormy time is threatened at the polis 
in Denver next Tuesday owing to com- 
plications that have arisen from charges 
preferred against the democratic county 
officials who are alleged to have added 
twenty-thousand fraudulent names to the 
registration lists. Judge Johnson, a re- 
publican, acting on petition of the repub- 
lican county central committee, today re- 
fused to dissolve an injunction granted 
yesterday restraining the judges and 
cleark of election from receiving fraud- 
ulent ballots.

New York, November 1.—(Special.)—E. 
P. Gary, actua] hea& of the steel trust 
in the absence of President Schwab, 
served notice today on independent plants 
that are cutting prices that if they do not 
quit it the trust will do a little cutting 
also, intimating that the trust does not 
propose to have the stability of prices 
disturbed. This threat, which may mean 
a war to the death on independents, is 
veiled in a statement that the trust’ de- 
sires to be friendly with its competitors. 

“But,” said Mr. Gary, “we investigate 
every cut in prices, and if there is any 
warrant for a reduction we give our 
customers full advantage. We are in 
business for the benefit of our customers 
rather than for our competitors.

HOR SOLICITOR GENERAL 


Announcement Gives Rise to Much 
Political Speculation — Several 
Leading Legislators Aspire 
to Speaker’s Place. 

Senate Presidency. 


The speaker of the next Georgia house 
of representatives will not be Hon. Newt 
Morris, of Cobb. 

Speaker Morris has announced to his 
friends that the house contest two years 
from now will be an open one, as he has 
determined to retire from the legislature 
upon the expiration of his present term. 
Speaker Morris has had considerable leg- 
islative experience and expects to turn 
his attention to something in the line of 
his profession. 

He will be a candidate for the solicitor- 
ship of the Blue Ridge circuit. The po- 
sition is now held by Frank Simpson, 
of Milton, who, it is understood, will not 
be a candidate for reelection. 

It has been the general understanding 
that Speaker Morris had his eyes upon 


a seat in the senate, and, incidentally, 


the senate presidency. It being Cobb’s 
turn to name the senator from the thir- 
ty-fifth district In the next legislature, 
the feeling at Marietta is that Speaker 
Morris has only to ask for the place to 
get it. He is very popular in his county, 
and if there is one trait for which Cobb 
county citizens are particularly distin- 
guished beyond all others it ts sticking 
togetner in the support of one of their 
number who has a chance for election 
to high office. Tose who have been 
figuring on the organization of the next 
senate have counted Speaker Morris 4s 
one of the strongest fdctors for the presi- 
dency. 

It was in connection with this gossip 
that the announcement of his purpose to 
enter the race for the solicitorship was 
made. Naturally this led to a lively fe- 
newal of talk about both the senate pres- 
idency afid the speakership, and incident- 
ally other -political moves that may be 
expected in the future. 

Steed and West for Senate Presi- 
dency. 

It is the general understanding that 
there are two active candidates for the 
senate ‘presidency in the present house. 
Under the rotation system, Lowndes and 
Taylor counties will be among those en- 
titled to representation.

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KANSAS CITY CAPITALISTS 
INSPECT SOUTHERN MILLS 


HERE left Atlanta yesterday after- 

noon, in the private car Haselmere, 
T> party of capitalists of Kansas 
City, returning home after a trip cover- 
ing many of the cotton centers of the 
south. The gentlemei are all prominent 
in varied interests in the southwest and 
their trip has not been a casual one, but 
rather a careful research into the exist- 
ing conditions prevailing in the milling 
centers after the manner of men who 
have money to invest and are looking for 
an opening to invest it that will warrant 
security and profitable returns. All of 
which, when considered, makes what they 
had to say of much more than passing 
interest to all those who have the best 
welfare of Dixieland at heart. 

Just before the train west pulled out 
of the car shed, the reporter talked with 
a number of the gentlemen, and the in- 
terviews, while informal, unquestionably 
were the result of many genuine sur- 
prises experienced during their trip. The 
real object of the enterprise is the erec- 
tion of the largest cotton mill in the 
world just outside of Kansas City. Wit- 
ten McDonald, who is at the head of the 
party, acted as spokesman, and his com- 
ment was generally accedédl to or made 
even stronger by his confreres. What 
he had to say of child labor in the south 
must be of special interest just at this 
time. 

The Child Labor Problem. 

“I dare say that most of the party came 

their mind 


to look at it from .that point of view 
which comes with reading columns which 
constantly appear in the northern 
press. They were ready to condole and 
pity the much abused,. ragged, tiny. 
white slaves of the south very naturally. 
What did they really see? They saw, as 
I did, children working in well-lighted, 
airy factories, taking pretty much their 
own time in doing their work, and as 
bright and happy a lot as I ever saw. 

“And how were they surrounded? With 
churches, schools, ‘which they attend a 
large portion of the time, libraries, play 
grounds and men wno had their best in- 
terests at heart. Quick, active workers, 


they were, too, but we did ndét see any 
of those wan, pathetic ‘objécts which 


seem to be ‘the present sensation of a. 


prejudiced press. And it didnt take us 
long to find out that the agitators. who 
come down in this part of the country 


| have other motives than those they claim, 


while’ the men who are réally and dc- 
tively interested in.doing. all. possible: for 
the chikiren are their employérs. I do 
not mean to say that there are not 
places or exceptions where the employ- 
ment. of children’is not ‘abused. <Such

| we did not'see them, and.J belie¥e them 


to be very much the exception. 

“Now, as to the south from an invest- 
or’s’ point of view. While it ia true that 
we were down in this country to collect 


facts and figures for the benefit of our’ 


factory, which is:to -be bullt in Kansas 
City,; we could not but be impressed with 
the wonderful resources and possibill- 
ties. More than that, I believe that the 


enviable conditions which now exist-are’ 


but the edge of those whith are to come. 


Frankly, 1 believe that the cotton pro- 


duction is going to move to the gsouth- 
west. That’s one of the reasons we are 
going to invest $10,000,000 in a plant in our 
home city. 

Condition in Europe. 

“TI don’t mean to: say,.by that, that the 
southwest will discontinue the raising of 
cotton. That will never happen. She 
will go on raising cotton as she does now, 
but the southwest will double and treble 
her present output. We don’t expect to 
go across the Mississippi for any of our 
cotton to be manufactured in our plant 
of 600,000 spindles. Another thing we 
don’t intend to be competitors of either 
the New England or the southern mills. 
I wish you would make that point clear 
in order that no one may misunderstand. 
We are going on a proposition that it 
seems to me all Americans must stand 
together on, and that is, American cotton 
manufactories for the manufdcture of 
American cotton. ,Do you know that of 
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artificially if you want to. 


the 109,000,000 spindles in the world 73,- 
000,000 of them are in Europe working on 
American cotton. 
getting two dollars where we are getting 
one out of the cotton production...What 


What's more, they are 


we mean to do is to help demonstrate 
that the matter of coton manufacture

cerned. Time was when they said you 
couldn’t do it on account of the atmos- 
phere, but the humidifiers have changed 
that, and you can produce a London fog 

“When all of that present foreign man- 
ufacture is kept in this country it means 
billions of @ollars for the home people. 
Where I believe the great future of the 
south lies is in the diversified crops of 
which she is capable of producing and 
her wonderful location for putting them 
on a paying market. This I believe will 
be done without interfering with the cot- 
ton that is now produced, which wil 
eventually find its manufacture entirely 
in southern mills. Other crops will leave 
the farmers apd planters with a profit 
on hand even when there is a shortage 
in the cotton, and the eyes of the in- 
vestors of the country will not only be 
turned this way, but invasions of capital 
greater than ever before will mark 2 
new era in the south Atlantic states. 

“Of our reception from Columbia, 8S. 
C., to ‘Atlanta, Ga., I need not speak. We 
expected to receive the hospitality and 
the courtesy of the southern people, and 
if we were in any way disappointed it 
was most happily so, and there is not a 
man in the party who will not always 
be proud and ready to add his testimony 
to the kindness and cordiality of these 
people who have a world-wide reputation 
along those lines all their own. 

A Word About Atlanta. 

“The trip has been a most pleasant 
one and profitable as,ywell, and we have 
seen the very latest improvements in 
cotton mill machinery and talked with 
the most successful operators. That’s 
why we came south, because in this day 
and generation this is the place to find 
them. As for Atlanta, we couldn't say 
too much, both as to her industry, espe- 
clally in the large cotton mills, and the 
generous treatment we have received 
on every hand. I was very giad to see 
by The Constitution this morning that 
you are going to have a new depot. I 
couldn’t say anything unpleasant about 
your city, but really this present affair 
is about—’’

When it was proposed to extradite Rog- 
ers the entire colored population of the 
state and many negro-lovers raised a 
howl, claiming that if Rogers should be 
returned to North Carolina a lynch'ng 
hee would be held within ten minutes, 
gevera! hearings before Governor Crane 
were held, and, after the extradition pa- 
pers had been presented in proper form, 
Attorney General Parker espoused the 
cause of the North Carolina officials. In 
gue time Rogers was extradited and taken 
back to North Carolina. Up to the pres- 
ent time there have been no rumors of 
lynching in connection with the cage, 

Because the attorney general sided with 
the officers from the southern state the 
negroes now wish to knife that official. 
As one black orator puts it: “Every col- 
ered voter should vote against the re- 
election of Attorney General Parker. He 
has been tried in the balance and found 
wanting. In the Rogers case he dtd not 
do his duty. He it was who advised the 
move by which the prisoner was ‘kid- 
naped oui of the state.’”” But Herbert 
Parker will be elected just as sire as 
‘the writer will east roast turkey on 
Thanksgiving day, and the latter propo- 
sition is an assured fact. : 

War on Ne _ ro Criminals. 

The police of this city, and especially 
of the south end precincts, have declared 
war upon the itinerant gangs of negro 
criminals who they say drop into Boston 
about once in so often, commit assatilts, 
burglaries and street hold-ups, and when 
the city gets too warm for them fies 
to other pastures. The south end has of 
late been a favorite field for these gangs, 
who work in threes and fours, the dark 
streets, and the fact that they are almost 
deserted at night, making everything fa- 
yorable for the criminals.

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Senator Gorman’s claim that the demo- 
crats will win the congressional elections 
is calculated to inspire confidence in the 
breasts of party workers in al] districts 
in which the democratic candidate has 
anything lke a fighting chance. Senator 
Gorman is rightly considered one of the 
ablest practical politicians in the coun- 
try. Not being in charge of the cam- 
paign, there is no reason for him to have 
gone into the predicting business, hence 
it is to be presumed he would not have 
given expression to the faith that is in 
him unless he believes what he is say- 
ing. That Gorman has held out prospects 
of victory is calculated to make the boys 
everywhere take heart. 

This is the time when the men in charge 
of the campaign on both sides feel it in- 
cumbent to send forth clarian blasts de- 
clarative of the certainty of success. 
Chairman Griggs is talking with much 
confidence of a splendid democratic vic- 
tory, while Chairman Babcock is equally 
certain that his party will retain control 
of congress. Predictions from such 
sources are always taken with many 
grains of allowance, it being recognized 
that a committee chairman must talk 
of success whether he believes it is com- 
ing or not. But outside predictions com- 
ing from so eminent a source as Senator 
Gorman are worthy of serious considera- 
tion. He may be right. While I hope he 
is, I have found it difficult, with the in- 
formation gathered during the campaign. 
to figure out a democratic victory. I do 
think the democratic committee will, 
under the efficient chairmanship of Judge 
Griggs, be able to show very substantial 
gains over the present house, but unless 
there is an unexpected landslide in some 
quarter I would, if compelled to bet, put 
my money on a republican victory. 
Democratic Committees Full of Hope. 

The state committees in.the different 
states claim enough democratic gains to 
more than make good Senator Gorman’s 
prediction. Thesa claims are advanéed in 
private advices to Chairman Griggs :§:4 
they are made in apparent good faith. If 
these advices from the local committees 
could be taken at their full face value, we 
might start a Jim Griggs speakership 
boom without waiting for the returns; 
but unfortunately these ante-electfon 
democratic claims are too often found to 
consist of about 9 per cent hope. More 
often than otherwise the republican I- 
told-you-sos are the ones are heard from 
after the returns are in. 

It may be stated with confidence, how- 
ever, that had the complications growing 
out of the coal strike continued until elec- 
tion day the democrats would undoubted- 
ly have earried the house and would, per- 
haps, have triumphed in the more impor- 
tant state elections.

When he went to Cincinnati and 
opened up the vials of his wrath and 
criticism upon John R. McLean. that gén- 
tleman’s political manager, Lew Bernard, 
and The Cincinnati Enquirer, it looked 
as if he must have given up hope’ of 
making inroads upon the _ republicans; 
certaimly if he had hoped to make a sub- 
stantial snowing for his party he would 
not have devoted his energies to reading 
out of the democratic party the men who 
have been most powerful in the southern 
part of the state. If the democrats want 
to carry Ohio, they need every democratic 


Bernard have a great many strong fo!- 
lowers in the party not only in Cincin- 
nati, but In otaer parts of the state. 

A few weeks ago Congressman Charlie 
Dick, who is the active republican man- 
ager, ftohkd me in Washington that the 
republicans were never better satisfied 
with the outlook in Ohio.

After Burton’s Scalp. 

Mayor Johnson hgs been devoting the 
closing week of the campaign to his own 
city of Cleveland, where he has always 
been strong. The census shows Cleve- 
land the largest city in Ohio, though it is 
difficult to believe it has attained thé 
right to displace Cincinnati. Each city 
has two members of congress. The re- 
publican nominees in Cleveland are Judge 
Burton, chairman of the rivers and har- 
bors. committee of the house, and ‘“‘Jake’’ 
Beidler, comparatively unknown outside 
of Ohio politics. Johnson is anxious to 
beat both, his personal feeling in the 
matter being largely influenced by the 
fact that Senator Hanna is leading the 
fight for the republican nominees. The 
nominee against Burton is E. G. Vail, a 
blacksmith, who has been active in poli- 
tics, while Beidler is opposed by a spec- 
tacular creature named Koal. The nomi- 
nation in this district was first given to 
Echo M. Heisley, one of the most active 
democrats in the state. He declined it 
and Kohl was taken up. Kohl some 
time ago created a sensation in the éity 
council by flashing a couple of $1,000 bilis 
with the claim that an attempt had been 
made to bribe him. There was a judicial 
investigation, the court aolding that the 
attempt to bribe was largely, if not en- 
tirely, in Mr. Kohl’s imagination—which 
makes one wonder where this leaves Kohl, 
He is considered a political crazy man. 
Johnson may succeed in electing his men 
in these two Cleveland districts, but 
there is very little expectation of this at 
democratic headquarters at Washington. 

The democrats nave four men in_the 
present Ohio delegation. There hag been 
but one slight change in the,make-up of 
the districts. It is regarded certain that 
they will hold the present four districts— 
the fourth, fifth, tairteenth and seven- 
teenth—and they are reasonably certain 
to elect their man in the Columbus dis- 
trict, the twelfth.

In California, waich has a solid republi- 
can delegation in the present house, the 
democrats are reasonably certain to de- 
feat Loud in the fifth district and Daniels 
in the new eighth and have a chance to 
defeat Julius Kahn in the fourth.

In 
Indiana the democrats’ feel confident of 
holding taeir present: strength and of 
beating Hemenway in the Evansville dis- 
trict and possibly Overstreet, of the In- 
dianapolis district. 

There is little expectation that Boies 
will defeat Birdsall in the district Hen- 
derson now represents. The democrats 
hope, however, to get a member out of 
Iowa by electing Wade in the segond dis- 
trict. 

Kansas seems to be lively fighting 
ground. The democrats are claiming 4a1- 
most as vociferously as the republicans. ’ 
The latter say they will get everytaing. 
while the democrats modestly declare 
they will have five of the eight. 

Gains in Maryland. 

In Maryland the democrats hope to 
elect their candidates in the second, third 
and fourth districts. That will mean a 
gain of just tnat many seats. 

The democrats claim two seats, with a 
possibility of two others, in Michigan. It 
looks, however, as if their only chance is 
in the Detroit district against Corliss. 

The democrats hope to elect John. Lind 
in the Minneapolis , district and. M. L. 
Fay in the Duluth district of Minnesota.

‘WOMEN AND CHILDREN 


ARE DYING BY ROADSIDE 


Freedom and Prosperity After Serf- 
dom and Poverty Appears To 
Have Dethroned Their Rea- 
Sympathy.

Chicago, November 1.—(Spectal.)—Not 
since Coxey’s tatterdemalion army 
tramped over the hills to Washington an. 
then stole fts way back in box cars and 
cn brake rods of freight trains. has 
there been a movement anything like the 
nomadic wanderings of the Doukhobors 
in Manig@ba. Early this week 1,300 of 
these peoplé appeared at the outskirts 
of Yorkton, In the Canadian northwest, 
and demanded food. Following them are 
400 more an@ still another squadron is 
said to be preparing to take the road. 

The history of these unfortunate people 
is worthy careful study. Brought from 
Russia to this country, their freedom 
and prosperity seem to have unhinged 
their reason. For centuries the Doukhe- 
bors have grvt.ned under the heavy hand 
of the oppressor. Phey were not per- 
mitted to ho!¢d property wr to conduct 
their own réiisious ceremonies. Their 
lives and the liveg of their children were 
not their own. They did not dare think 
or breathe without the permission of 
some overseer. If they acquired anything 
more than the merest pittance it was 
snatched away by the tax collector. 

Brought to America. 

From these conditions of the mort ab- 
ject serfdom, these people, through the 
liberality of a wealthy Englishman, were 


lifted out of the mire of slavery and | 


transported to the Canadiarm northwest. 
The climate was salubrious and the land 
immensely fertile. With very little work 
they were able to produce rich crops. 
Their cattle and other live stock mult- 
plied and their farms blossomed and 
yielded crops until the granaries were 
filled to overflowing. One would think 
that the Doukhobors would have been 
happy. They were free, had plenty to 
eat, splendid prospects and owned gr2at 
tracts of property tn one of the richest 
countries on the globe, a locality where 
ticknesg is practically unknown. 

But here enters the peculiar part of 
their history. Having. grown sleek and 
fat, they became restless. A religious 
mania seized upon them and the happy 
community was soon a restless, appre- 
hensive, purposeless body of men, wom- 
en and children. Their priests told them 
it was a violation of the laws of God to 
eat the flesh of their animals, so they 
abstained from meat. Then they decided 
that man has no right to make a beast 
of burden of any animal. So the horses 
remained in the barns and became drop- 
sical through inaction and overfeeding.

came to pass. It was not long until the 
food supplies were exhausted. Just as 
winter began stretching frosty fingers 
over the northwest and pinching the 
gaunt and hungry Doukhobors, they dis- 
covered that they were facing starvation 
at a season.when no crops could be 
raised. 

Appeals were sent to the Canadian 
government, but the officials retorted 
that people who were living In the lap 
of plenty and had not sense enough to 
reach out and eat would not be greatly 
missed if they should starve. Thien the 
Doukhobors turned out their horses and 
cattle and started on the long tramp 
toward the cities. They claim they are 
looking for the Savior, and, incidentally, 
anything in the line of food that may 
be passed out to them,

OUTNUMBERED BY GIRLS 


ORE than 1,300 pupils in the pub- 
AY schools and all of them, fig- 

uratively speaking, doing good 
work. But there is a lack of boys in the 
schools that will attract the attention of 
the teachers of the grammar and high 
schools at a meeting to be held this Sat- 
urday. _ 

“What can we do for the boys of Atlan- 
ta?’’ is the subject up fer discussion, and 
along these same lines Superintendent 
Slaton talked to a representative of The 
Constitution 
“This matter of the boys in Atlanta is 
really @ very grave and serious one. We 
mean to discuss it Saturday in all of 
the phases possible to be touched upon 
within the half hour. As it is now, the 
boys are at school in large numbers in 
the lower grades, but along in the fifth 
and sixth they begin to drop out and 
from those grades on up through the high 
school the number of girls far exceeds 


those of the boys. I know very well that 
@ great many of these boys, when they 
drop out of the fifth grade, start to work, 
but, of course, they are not fitted for 
business and they must be handicapped 
from a lack of proper training all the 
rest of their life. Bit is a state of af- 
faira greatly to be deplored, but even 
worse is the number of boys that drop out 
and simply go out on the streets. 

“Such ones certainly should be in school, 
but how to get them there is a perplex- 
ing proposition. Yes, I daresay there will 
be those present who will advocate a law 
for compulsory education, but while that 
benefits some, the age limit is often such 
that it is a great detriment tu many poor 
people. I don’t know that I can suggest 
any plan that would remedy the difficulty 
completely or even that there is one, but 
I hope auggestions will be made suffi- 
ciently practical to result in somg real 
benefit and bring a lot of Atlanta boys 
— into the schools where they be- 
ong. 


“Our school work is progressing very 
smoothly now and we are really getting 
along with the regular work in the regu- 
lar way. Naturally with the crowded con- 
dition of the schools at the opening of 
the fall term and the ‘necesary changes 
that had to be made, the work was great- 
ly retarded, but now I think I can say 
truthfully that the work was never Tun- 
ning more smoothly than ‘now. 

“The only other subject up for discus- 
sion among the principals and teachers 
this Saturday is reading. Just now tifat 
is my special hobby. I want the students 
to learn to read intelligently. There is 
too much pronouncing of words and tee 
little real reading. Jf a child ts taught 
to read intelligently, it means the ability 
to concentrate the mind, certainly one 
of the greatest benefits of 
Then it enables the child 
rectly, to think connectedly from the 
foltiowing continuity of the article read, 
and cultivates a taste for history and 
literature that is simply beyond ail esti- 
mate in its beneficial effects during the 
rest of his or ner lifetime. For that 
reason I want to impress it upon every 
teacher to give especial attention to the 
subject of reading this year, and I know 
that whatever is accomplished in that way’ 
will prove a great help in all of the other 
branches.”

London, November 1.—Arthur Balfour, 
prime minister of England, a tall, thin, 
solemn looking man, rides to his office 
daily in a yellow motor car. Mr Balfour 
is one of tne most enthusiastic automobil- 
ists in London. and it has been due only 
to luck that the bicycle policemen have 
not caught him “‘scorching.”’ 

Yesterday on his way to the tiny, shab- 
by two-story brick building in Downing 
street—the building that houses the cabi- 
net meetings and ‘“‘the brains of tne em- 
pire—Mr. Balfour in his big yellow car 
Was going at a pace that might have 
been legal, but probably was not. 

A huge crowd on the Mall in front of 
Suckingham palace, waiting to see Lords 
Kitchener and Roberts, and the American 
Generals Corbin, Young and Wood, who 
were to take luncheon with the king, 
promised to delay the prime minister, but 
ae held up a warning hand and tooted his 
whistle horn. The crowd saw the ma- 
chine and made way for it to pass. 

Wearing an ‘‘auto’’ cap and goggles, 
mone recognized the ‘‘second man of the 
empire” as he whizzed by in his car. 
Even the dignified bishop of London goes 
from his palace to his churcaes on Sun- 
day in an automobile. There is health 
and speed in the motor car for men of 
sedentary habits, hence Mr. Balfour's 
and the bishop of London’s enthusiasm 
for motoring. 


There is to be sold by auction soon an 
ancient and historic wayside inn that is 


of some interest to Americans, because 
it once nonored a man who became as' 
great a dread to England during the 
revolutionary war as was Paul Jones 
himself. 

It is called The Raven, and was built 
in 1653: During the war for independence 
@ man who was called ‘Jack the Pain- 
ter,’ made it his headquarters. He roused 
pil England in 1776 by his attempts to de- 
Stroy the dock yards and their ships by 
fire. é 

He succeeded in burning the Ports- 
mouth docks, causing a loss of $300,00-, 
and the docks at Bristol. He tried to five 
tne docks at Plymouth, but failed.- The 
country was scared as badly by “Jack 
the Painter’’ as by Paul Jones, and the 
government offered a huge reward for 
his capture. : 

The whole country joined in the search. 

He finally was captured in The Raven, 
which is at Hook, near Basingstoke, 48 
miles from London. After a trial he was 
hanged and gibbetted at Portsmouth. His 
mame was James Aitken. Whetaer or 
mot_he was,.an American waging unau- 
thorized war has never been discovered. 


The duke of Mariborough is deeply in; 
terested in adyancing the farmers’ in- 
éterests in the .country roundabout Blen- 
heim palace.

The farmers and laborers at the cere- 
mony cheered the duke, who is popular 
for miles.around Blenheim, for he spends 
most of: his time in the country, prefer- 
ring the latter to the hectic social diver- 
sions of mighty London. 


I learn from St. Petersburg that tne 
Russian censor has been unusually. ac- 
tive of late. He has issued two specially 
urgent orders to editors everywhere 
warning them of severe punishment for 
violations. 

The first order forbids the slightest 
mention of Grand Duke Paul's “foreign 
tour.’’ The reason is that the grand duke 
eloped with a Mme. Pistelkorst, who was 
prdered banished from St. Petersburg 
because sae was impudent enough to 
wear ata court ball diamonds from the 
imperial Russian treasury that the grand 
duke had given her. 

The second order from the censor for- 

. bids newspapers printing anything about 
the St. Petersburg Orphan asylum, an 
institution for the care of orphaned chil- 
dren of members of the upper classes who 
nave lost their fortunes. The asylum 
was endowed by Czar Nicholas I. 

The reason the newspapers are not to 
mention the asylum is that the director 
general of the institution has eloped with 
one of the orphans. 

Publishing a newspaper in Russia is a 
difficult task, unless the editor refrains 
from printing ‘‘live news’’ about the mis- 
‘conduct of those in ‘“‘tne seats of the 
‘mighty.” 

The duke and duchess of Fife, like the 
duke of Marlborough, prefer the quiet 
life of their country house in Scotland to 
the excitements of London society. The 
duchess is a daughter of the king. Their 
desire for solicitude isn’t broken even by 
members of tne royal family. 

Recently when the duchess’ brother, the 
prince of Wales, was visiting the neigh- 
borhood with his wife they didn’t call 
upon the Fifes at @il, nor did the Fifes 
call upon them. The king also didn’t 
‘look in’ on the Fifes during his pro- 
tracted visit to Scotland. 

The Scotch estate of the Fifes is called 
New Mar lodge. It is an ancient and a 
historic place. It contains the famous 

Linn of Dee, in which Lord Byron was 
mearly drowned. Another interesting 
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spot; isa bowlder-worn. ho! 
“Earl of Mar’s punch bowl,” 
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‘because in- 
to it the earl of Mar of 1716 poured a bar- 
rel of .whisky,; and with a band of Jaco- 
bite noblemen: rank’ the health of the 
Chévaliér De St. George and swore to 
make him king of Scotland, — 
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One of the shocking sights of Londen 
and the other big cities of England and 
Scotiand is theaynumber of drunken women 
to be seen in the streets, especially on 
Saturday night. 

As many women as men are to be seer. 
in the saloons ih the poorer quarters of 
the cities. 

The spread of drunkenness among 
women is alarming: So terrible is the 
evil that out of London's registered 13,- 
£00 incurable drunkards 9,000-are women 
and 4,000 men, Between 1887 and 1897 the 
deaths of women from.chronic alcohol- 
ism increased 145 1-2 per cent. 

These figures and the crude facta they 
represent. have moved the wife of the 
archbishop of Canterbury. to call a spe- 
cial meeting of the temperance society of 
the Church of England to see if means 


‘cannot be found to stop the progress of 


this awful social piague. 

An officer of the society attributes the 
growth of intemperance among women of 
the middle classes to the ease with which 
they can obtain and drink liquor secretly. 

In the lower classes it is attributed to 
the growing attractiveness and comfort 
of the saloons. 

If the good wife of the primate of Eng- 
land can do anythéng toward cutting the 
evil, she will be blessed by American 
tourists, to whom the spectacle of large 
numbers of women drunk -on the public 
streets is not only shocking but novel. 


News comes from Paris that M. Mar- 
inoni, the originators of penny newspa- 
pers in France, has just retired from ‘the 
harness of journalism to private life ow- 
ing to advanced age. He has accumulat- 
ed a large fortune. 

In his youth he was a printer with 
ideas but not capital. He invented many 
improvements on the then crude printing 
press, 

With the intention of proving what his 
press could do rather than of becoming 
& newspaper publisher, he started the 
Petit Journal in Paris, and sold it at a 
cent. It prospered beyond all expecta- 
tions, made M. Marinoni rich, and his 
printing presses famous, and now has a 
circulation of a million daily. 


King Edward VII has returned to town 
for the winter and the railroad men of 
England have uttered a hearty sigh of 
reiief. When,the king. travels the em- 
ployees of the raitroad over which his gor- 
geous private special train is hauled are 
under a load of responsibility that makes 
them nervous. 

The greatest precautions are taken to 
insure his majesty’s safety while he is 
traveling; precautions some of which 
would appeal to an American railroad 
manager as ludicrous were he asked to 
adopt them whén’ the president of the 
United States ‘‘goes on tour.”’ 


The other day King Edward came down 
to Londen from North Berwick. Scotland, 
385 miles away. The best engineer and 
fireman on the road were detailed ¢o the 
engine, while a superintendent of: the 
engine department and a chief from the 
maintenance-of-way department were al- 
so on the engine to keep an eye on things. 

In addition two telegrapa operators 
with instruments and wire rode in the 
baggage car ready to tap the wires in 
event. of an emergency requiring their 
services. 

Two brakemen, veterans, were on the 
train in addition to the ordinary number 
required for a special train. One,of these 
special brakemen rode ih the baggage car 
with his head out: the‘door’all the time, 
his eyes scanning the lengta of the train, 
watching for “hot boxes’’ or.other pre- 
monitions ef trotble.

The foreman of every section made a 
special inspection of his section an hour 
before the royal train was due. All sta- 
tion masters were on duty with their 
station’ employees, and were forbidden to 
eneer when the royal train passed. 

As soon as the train passed a station a 

message was’ sent to the next. station 
ahead and in addition a message was al- 
s0 sent to the general manager in Edin- 
burgh. 
. All railroad crossings were closed 1 
half hour before the royal train was due, 
and neither people nor wagons were al- 
lowed to cross the tracks during that 
period. Every switchman was on duty 
at his switch an hour before tae pilot 
train was due. 

The king, as is generally supposed, does 
not travel over the railroads as a ‘‘dead- 
head.’’ He pays his way like an ordinary 
untitled passenger, the railroads charg- 
ing $1.25 per mile for hauling a special 
train. 

Because of the extraordinary precau- 
tions taken to assure the safety of the 
king’s train, there probably is no profit 
in the busines for tae railroads, but the 
railroad managers don’t mind that, for 
it is the custom for the general manager 
and the president of the road over which 
the “king travels to ride on the king's 
special or to meet him at the terminal 
station on his arrival. 

The king shakes taeir hands and thanks 
them cordially, and nearly every railroad 
general manager already has been, or 
hopes to be, knighted by his majesty.

RUSSIAN EDITORS BOUND | 
AND GAGGED BY CIRCULAR 


Statue of Gladstone Gets a Place in 
Famous George Square Along 
with Other Notables—Four 
Duchesses of Manches- 
ter Now Alive.

Paris, November 1.—The Boer generals 
have received ovations in Paris and Ber- 
lin, but very little money has been forth- 
coming. I don't know whether they are 
acting on the advice of Mr. Kruger and 
Dr. Leyds or on their own responsibility. 
In the latter case, I cannot help thinking 
that they are better on the field of bat- 
tle than on the fleld of diplomacy. They 
must know that, in all the countries they 
are visiting and intend to visit, the people 
sided with the Boers in their heroic strug- 
gle to defend their liberty and keep their 
independence. The result is that they re- 
ceive ovations from those people, which 
practically amounts to nothing but man- 
ifestations of Anglophobia. 

England maturally takes umbrage at 
these manifestations and comes to the 
conclusion that the Boers are adopting 
very strange tactics for the settling of 
the South African difficulties. 

The Boers have sued for peace and have 
obtained it on decidedly generous terms. 
They express the wish to live amicably 
witn their new rulers. 

Now that the war is over, the English 
recognize what brave and honorable foes 
they have fought and conquered, and it 
is their firm wish, as it is their interest, 
to do all they can to win over the good 
will, if not the affection, of those new 
recruits to the British fold. It is es- 
pecially their interest to see the Boers 
reinstated in their farms, well-to-do and 
contented. 

Now this object will not be attained by 
Frenchmen and Germans howling them- 
selves hoarse, crying ‘‘Long live the 
Boers’, and “‘Down with the English,’’ 
but by self-government given to the Boers 
by the English, and grants of money given 
to them either by the English government 
Or by those most interested in the wel- 
fare of the Boers; that is to say, by the 
English, the richest people of Europe. 

I therefore question the wisdom of the 
three heroes of the late war; and this out 
of sympathy for the Boers. Very few of 
uS care to see strangers mixed with our 
own “private aaffirs, the English least of 
all, and the Germans are particularly ill- 
advised jn trying, as it were, to put pres- 
Sure on England through appeals to Boer 
independence committees on the continent 
of Europe and American. 


Who would care to live in Russia in 
these progressive times? A circular has 
recently been sent by the head of the St. 
Petersburg censor’s office to the editors 
of Russian .newspapers which’ will amuse 
Americans, whose newspapers are allowed 
to speak of everything and anything else. 

Among-numerous-items which this inef- 
fable official forbids editors to mention 
in their. papers are the following: All 
information or rumors about the czar and 
the imperial family, except such as come 
to. them’ from official sources; informa- 
tlon about troops or warships; maiters 
connected with the discipline of the army 
and navy; details about measures taken 
for.the protection of the Eastern Chinese 
railway; about journeys undertaken to 
Persia by officials of the» ministry of 
finance and their results; matters re- 
ferring to students’ disturbances; infor- 
mation about political crimes, trials and 
sentences; also about Russian strikes or 
peasant riots; about the progress of the 
plague, or other epidemics in Russia; 
about the actions of the secret police; 
about disciplinary measures against here- 
tics, and Tolstoi’s quarrel with the au- 
thorities of the Orthodox church; finally, 
about the object of the present journey of 
the minister of finance in eastern Sibe- 
ria. 

I wonder what is left for the Russian 
writer to speak of? An American editor 
might fall back on racing and football, 
but Russia does not play football and 
doesn’t go to. races. 

And when these very lines reach the 
cafes in St. Petersburg, where the Amer- 
icans gather to read The New York Amer- 
ican and Journal, they will have been de- 
leted by the censor’s blacking brush. 


Another dispitch from benighted Rus- 
sia says that the commander of a Cos- 
sack station is so anxious to have his 
district show a ‘preponderance of male 
children that he has decreed that the fath- 
er of every new girl baby shall receive 
fifty strokes with a knout. This, however, 
shows great progress, as not long ago 
it would have been the mother who would 
have received the punishment. 

A statue of the late Gladstone hes been 
unvelled in Glasgow, and, of course, 
placed in George square. Now, if Edin- 
burgh is one of the very finest cities in 
Europe, Glasgow is about the ugliest. 
Its statues are not distributed all over 
the city, but all of them placed on George 
square, which gives it, at a distance, the 
appearance of a cemetery. 

On that square are to be seen tha 
statues of Walter Scott, Robert Burns, 
David Livingstone, James Watt, Irince 
Albert, Queen Victoria, Thomas Camp- 
bell, Robert Peel, etc. Some are or foot, 
some on horseback. 

There are none driving, but there is 
Walter Scott, who, in the center of this 
stony graveyard, is perched on the sum- 
mit of a column 89 feet high. It is enough 
to make the tallest chimney of the neigh- 
borhood topple over with envy. By dint 
of a little squeezing, it will be easy to 
find room for a few more statues. 

Future generations will be able to see 
‘n George square Robert Louis Stephena- 
son, Balfour, Lord Rosebery, and. may- 
be, Andrew Carnegie. , 


There are now alive fonr duchesses of 
Manchester—Consuelo, nee Ysnaga, who 
is the widow of the eighth duke; the wid- 
ows of the sixth and seventh dukes, the 
former now being duchess of Devonshire, 
and the reigning duchess, born Miss Hel- 
ena Zimmerman, who has just presented 
an heir to the ducal family. 

‘Let us hope that the little viscount 
Mandeville Will grow up a credit to his 
name and revive the days of ancestors 
whose memory is still highly respected. 

The new born baby, if he lives long 
enough, wiil be the tenth duke. The first 
one was a vigorous promoter of the 
cause of the prince of Orange, did much 
to bring about the revolution in 1688, and 
took part in the battle of the Boyne.

be preeminent in Germany. There 
would have been no Bayreuth, no Mecca 
toward which the music mad would turn 
their faces annually for the sake of 
“Parsifal’” and the “Cycle,” and no 
spreading broadcast over the world of 
the Wagnerian cult. 

In his zeal for the aggrandizement of 
Wagner and his ideals, Ludwig was even 
more of a fanatic than in his craze for 
dotting Bavaria with mystic marble pal- 
aces. It is remembered everywhere that 
Ludwig did not sing his swan song and 
find repose beneath the waves until his 
great protege was thorougaly established 
in the eyes of all the world. 

It is interesting to reflect that although 
mad King Ludwig was succeeded by mad 
King Otto, and that Bavaria is governed 
by a regent, the Wagner family still bene- 
fits through the example of Ludwig. The 
new temple of opera at Munich would not 
exist but for the patronage of Luitpold, 
prince regent of Bavaria, who is an 
uncle of the two mad kings. The theater 
is one of the finest in Germany, having 
about the capacity and all of the modern 
equipments for spectacular productions 
which distinguish the Metropolitan opera 
house in New York city beyond most 
great opera nouses. 

That these Wagner associations should 
cling about the best equipped theaters in 
Germany is not altogether pleasing to 
the great German composers of the pres- 
ent time. It makes it all the more diffi- 
cult for them to prove by their. own 
works that no opera composer is all suf- 
ficient for all time, and that Wagner 
must give way to later propnets just as 
Mozart and Meyerbeer had to give way 
‘to Wagner. 


While on the subject of Wagner, it is 
worth mentioning that Germans who 
have a reputation for wisdom in matters 
of music do not entertain great expecta- 
tions respecting the approaching visit 
to England of Siegfried Wagner as a 
concert conductor. 

Those who maintain that the real pur- 
pose of tae tour is to advertise the next 
performances .at Bayreuth doubt that 
such missionary work undertaken even 
by Bayreuth’s son and heir will. have 
much effect on John Bull. Those who be- 
lieve that Wagner seriously expects to 
impress the English wita his abiiity as a 
conductor are already in mourning for 
him. They remember that Handel is the 
only German composer that the English 
ever pressed to their bosoms, 


Sarg Bernhardt has come and seen and 
conquered.

The kaiser will remain at Sandringham 
for a week. On three days he will snoot 
in the king’s preserves. He will visit Lord 
Cholmondeley’s place in. Norfolk, and 
Holham, the well-known seat of Lord 
leicester, The emperor has also planned 
to visit Cambridge. Threé days will be 
spent at Lowther castle, Westmoreland. 
On November 20 he will reembark on the 
Hohenzollern for his return to Germany. 

Owing to the delicate health of -the 
queen of Italy, whose couchement is ex- 
pected next month, Emperor William’‘s 
cruise in the Mediterranean has been put 
off until the end of February. 

There is a growing feeling of resent- 
ment throughout Russia in regard to the 
threatened action of the German educa- 
tional authorities, regarding the exclu- 
sion of tae foreign students from the 
universities and technical colleges. 

It is stated on apparently good authori- 
ty that the whole number of Russian stu- 
dents in Germany does not exceed 200, 
while in Russia there are teris of thou- 
sands of German subjects, to whose chil- 
dren the doors of Russian establishments 
of education arg opened as freely as to 
the children of Russian parentage.

WRITES FROM ABROAD 


1% HIS now is Inverness, in*the Scot- 
tish higalands. Miss Julia Rankin 
and I are here together with Mrs. 
Cobb and Louise, from Cleveland. 

The others left us at Glasgow for the 
Trossacks. To visit the Scottish high- 
lands has been one of my ‘dreams.’ It 
is a beautiful reality. 

After a short railway journey we took 
a steamer tarough the beautiful Kyles of 
Butte, draped, alas! in a British fog, to 
Ardrisbaig. where we changed to a coach 
with a pink-coated. coachman and drove 
16 miles across a charming country to 
Loch Awe, which in places well deserves 
the name, though for the great part it is 
fair and smiling enouga. 

On .the top of the coach we sat beside 
two good-natured big Englishmen, wh9 
told us all sorts of stories about the 
country. 

One of them actually saw the point 
when we ventured to try on him the ioke 
about John Bull's nailing down his island 
when Pierpont Morgan started across tae 
Atlantic. ~ 

It must be accounted for by the fact 
that he is accustomed to reading The 
Literary Digest, which a friend sends 
him regularly., He seemed to be entirely 
satisfied with his new king, saying that 
Edward is the most popular of any ever 
on the English throne, and that there will 
never be one more so. He believes also 
that he will permanently recover his 
health. 

The Scotch people always have a num- 
ber of ideas of their own. One just now 
{a in the form of an objection to Ed- 
ward’s being crowned the “VII.” 

They claim that Scotland has never had 
an Edward, therefore Great Britain has 
never had an Edward—only England— 


and he is Edward I of the United King- | 


dom and Indian empire. 

This objection will be overruled, but on 
Scottish soil it sounds plausible. 

From Loch Awe we had another short 
railway ride to Oban, the capital of the 
West Highlands, which is an exquisite 
little town situated on the northeastern 
side of the Frith of Lorn facing the sun- 
set, which last evening: was most glori- 
ous. It is quite a summer resort and the 
harbor was full of small crafts and the 

romenaders. 

"We nhyoar often up with the sun, but 
right here comes in one time waen _

and old’Ben Nevis, the tallest mountain 
in the kingdom, stands guard over the 
entrance. 

We reached Inverness late in the after- 
noon, overcome with admiration—and 
cold! One. can ‘nardly tell August in the 
highlands from January in Georgia. 

Inverness is a very pretty place and at- 
tractive enough to make us regret 10 
leave it, and we reluctantly bade it adieu 
to go on to Edinburgh to join the balance 
of our party. 

Most of the passengers on the trip with 
us were English and we were much 
amused at their conversation. We over- 
heard one of them explaining how he jad 
climbed’ Ben Nevis, where, on account of 
the clouds over the summit he ‘‘missed the 
view, but viewed the mist,” and neither 
he nor his listeners turned a hair! I 
tnought of the reception which would 
greet an American in America who should 
make a statement of that kind. 

Our Kansas friend on the steamer, who 
was born an Englishmanga hapless 
younger son—said the chief trouble with 
an Englishman was, as soon as he learn- 
ed to see a joke he wanted to explain it 
to everybody else. 

Miss Julia Rankin remarked just now 
that tais world is not so very large, for 
we have met some Georgia folks already, 
among them Miss Eva Chamberlin, of 
Atlanta, and Judge Twiggs, Mr. Noble 
Jones and Mr. Fred Saussy, of Savan- 
nah. Our Georgians compare favorably 
with—anybody. 

We are in London now and have spent 
the entire afternoon in the ‘‘Wallace’’ col- 
lection. It -has been recently opened and 
is quite a gem afmong European mu- 
seums. The policeman in charge told us 
that it was the “proper city ‘aouse’”’ of 
Sir Richard Wallace, favorite son of the 
old marquis of Hertford, and when his 
widow died without direct heirs she left 
it to the city as a museum, All indica- 
tions point to their being of large means 
and excellent taste, for the house, just 
as they left it, is filled wita the largest 
collection of good ‘“‘boulle cabinets’ and 
fine paintings and miniatures we have 
ever seen. 

The Sir Joshua Reynolds portrait of the 
English actress, Mrs. Robinson, ‘‘One of 
George IV’s Sweethearts,’’ must be one 
of his finest, and there are perhaps a 
dozen more good ones. Nearly every 
painter of note except the old Italian 
masters and the contemporary schvols 
is represented by splendid examples of 
his work. 


Tae Armour hall is wonderful and there 
can hardly be so large an amount of fine 
old sevres china outside of a ceramic col- 
lection. 

We expressed our admiration of all to 
the kind policeman. He became conver- 
sational ‘and assured us, ““‘Well, you 
American ladies ought to know if it is 
fine; you ’ave such good judgment; you 
are so much better heducated than Heng- 
lish ladies,’’ which I think ‘ae did not be- 
lieve at all.

This is now another day, and it compre- 
hends Windsor, a drive to Eton and a 
row on the Thames. It was “cleaning 
day’’ at the castle and some of the most 

interesting apartments were closed on 
that account. 

Great is American ingenuity, however 
Taere were other of our countrymen 
present and they managed beautifully to 
overcome the obdurate obstacles to our 
hope. The bolts shot back and the doors 
swung open to us!

MATRIMONY IN GERMANY. 


One View of the King’s Recent Order 
on the Subject. 


Harper’s Weekly: When should a man 
marry? The ambitious young person 
with an income of $8 a week has becn 
propounding thig inquiry to the puzzle 
editors of our leading dailies for years. 
He is enjoined not to be deceived with 
that fatuous mental arithmetic which 
teaches that what is enough for one is 
sufficient’ for two. He receives the im- 
presgion fromm newspaper advisers that 
he should have more than $10 a week 
and not quite so much as\$15. He writes 
that the young woman of his choice 
thinks $14 is teo conservative, and he is 
advised that she cannot be worthy of 
such unselfish devotion as his, and if she 
were truly womanly she would make 
the amount buy as many automobile 
coats ag possible. i 

In view of the perplexed state of the 
public mind on this all-important theme, 
the recent edjct of the German kaiscr 
comes with authoritative force. It sets 
marks and boundaries, establishes. in- 
comes, social station, and even limits 
previous conditions of alimony. The em- 
peror has promuigated an order to the 
effect that no officer may marry unless 
he receives a salary of $1,1% a year, and 


sounded. The hopes of the $15 young 
ran are cruelly dashed, for officers who 
get no more than $750 a year are forbid- 
den to even consider the matrimonial 
contract. 

Carping critics may say that the whoie 
matter might be simplified by giving 
every officer in his majesty’s service at 
least $1,500.

IN THE TAR HEEL STATE 


ALEIGH, N. C., October 90.—(Spe- 

R cfal.)}—The North Carolina Odd Fel- 
4%.» lows are justly proud of their or- 
‘ phanage at Goldsboro. On the 2th of 
~ Jamuary, 1888, Cape Fear lodge, of Wil- 
-mington, sent out « circular letter to the 
grand lodge and to all the subordinate 
idd@ges asking cooperation in the estab- 
lishment of an orphanage by voluntary 
contributions, these to build, equip and 
«maintain it. When the grand lodge met 
*%t enthusiastically indorsed the plan. 
Money was subscribed then and more the 
next year, and in 1890 the grand master 
urged the establishment of a temporary 
‘Orphanage. In 1891 a joint committeo, 
including the trustees of the grand 
-I@@ge, A. H. A. Williams, Nathaniel Ja- 
cobi and C. B. Bdwards, located the or- 
phanage at Goldsboro, the local lodge 
and the town having given $3,500 if cash, 
while W. A. J. Peacock madé avgift of 
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*Y ‘Main Building of the Odd Fellows’ Orphanage at Goldsboro, NW. © 
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the site. The committee ordered the erec- 
tion of an auditorium, a cottage for-the 
superintendent and six cottages for the 
orphans, to accommodate 100 of the lat- 
ter. In 1892 the grand lodge appropriatod 
$3,500 to the orphanage and May 9 the 
first orphans were. admitted. A year 
later twenty-six orphans were reported 
as in the institution. In 1896 a contract 
was let for the construction of the main 
building at a cost of $10,450. It is an im- 
posing structure. There are now sixty- 
three inmates of the orphanage. Ths 
grounds are spacious and there is a 
fine farm. A newspaper is published. 
There is a manual training school. 

The Odd Fellows in North Carolina 
are growing fapidly in numbers and in 
influence. John F. Griffith, of Winston, 
is the grand master, and B. H. Woodell, 
of Raleigh, is the grand secretary. The 
latter is an indefatigable worker. There 
are now 134 subordinate lodges and the 
membership is over 8,000, a gain in four 
years of over 100 per cent.

“CROWN PRINCE OF PORTUGAL LIKED 
GREETING RECEIVED FROM EDWARD

London, October 22.~—Louls Philippe, 
crown prince of Portugal, whose latest 
picture appears herewith, came to Eng- 
land originally to represent his country 
at the coronation. He made quite a long 
Slay, However, and after his departure it 
was said that few royal visitors to this 
country have made a pleasanter impres- 
sion than this manly little 15-year-old 
prince. It was the youthful duke of Bra- 
ganza’s boyish frankness and apparent 
unconsciousness of his own importance 
that won for him the good will of every- 
one—King Edward in particular, whom 
he met. 

Of course there is a strong bond of 
ood feeling between England and Portu- 
gal, the existence-of which would have 
led the king to show his young visitor 
every courtesy. but it must have been 
the attractiveness of little Louis 
Philippe’s own personality that led his 
royal host to receive him with such un- 
common graciousness. As soon as the ar- 
rival of tae crown prince at Bucking- 
ham palace was announced the king ask- 
efi that he be brought to his room. The 
prince himself has described the recep- 
tion: 

“When I went into the room,'’ said the 
future ruler of Portugal, ‘‘the king was 
sitting down. As soon as he saw Me ne 
immediately rose and embraced me and 
asked after father and mother. He told 
me he was very fond of my father and 
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my country and had a great friendship 
for me and thanked me for coming to his 
coronation. As he said these words he 
kissed me very tenderly.” 

A few days afterwards, at King Ed- 
ward's request, the prince of Wales call- 
ed on the crown prince and “invested” 


him wita the Order of the Garter, which |: 


is about the highest mark of his favor 
which an English king can bestow. 

Of course the king’s example was suffi- 
cfent to make English aristocracy [Ilonize 
the young crown prince, but everybody 
soon grew fond of him on his own ac- 
count. One little speech of Louis Phil- 
ippe’s made an especially aappy impres- 
sion. It was at one of the royal dinner 
parties, which all the royal princess then 
in London attended, and all the men 
were smoking with the exception of the 
crown prince of Portugal. 

“Won't you have a cigar?’ some one 


thank you,” smiled the future 
king without a trace eitaer of self-con- 
sciousness or embarrassment, “I am too 
small yet.” 

It was just about a year ago that 
Prince Louis took the oath as heir to the 
throne.

Portugal and the duchess of Oosta, who 
may yet be queen of Italy, are members... 
All of the last three fllustrious folks were 
born and brought up at York house. The 
old mansion, which stands by the 
Thames close to the old church where 
Alexander Pope lies buried, is the prop- 
erty of the duke of Orleans, and it is by 
his orders that it is about to be sold. 
The duke says the reason he wishes to 


‘dispose of his English home is that it 


has become surrounded on all sides by

Probably, if it had not been for the 
emperor of Austria, the breach between 
King Edward and the duke of Orleans 
would still be unhealed. Francis Joseph, 
however, egged on by; the Archduke 
Joseph and the Archduchess Clotilde, the 
parents of the duchess of Orleans, who 
have been immensely mortified by the 
duke’s disgrace, begged the king to par- 
don the duke, and this the king consented 
to do. His majesty positively declined, 
however, to receive him, remarking that 
he had no desire or intention of renew- 
ing acquaintance with his roval highness, 

To return, however, to ‘York house.” 
Its history begins when it was built by 
the literary earl of Clarendon, who used, 
according to tradition. to write his es- 
savs in the walks of the gardens which 
adjoin the house. It was Lord Clarendon 
who made a present of his home to

James II. then duke of York. It was a | 


home fit for the heir to a throne, too, for 


it was magnificently furnished and boast- 
ed a wonderfully carved oak staircase 
which remains today. Here James lived 
for years and here Mary and Anne, 
queens of England, were born. The room 
in which the latter first saw the light still 
is known as “‘Queen Anne’s cnamber.” 
it was in 1864, after the fall from power 
of Lwuis Philippe, that the Vuc d@’Aumale 
bought York house for his nephew, the 
Comte de Paris, father of the presént 
duke of Urieans. The count added to the 
origina! luxury of tne mansion and built 
in several large reception rooms, where 
unusually brililant entertainments were 
held. Tne first child of the Comte de 
Paris and his wife, formerly Marie Doro- 
thee, princess imperial of Austria, was 
the present queen of Portugal, wno was 
burn in 188. The duke of Orleans saw 
the light in 1869, and Princess Helene, 
now duchess of Aosta, in 1871. As “‘young: 
sters’ the children of the great French 
house who were almost of an age with 
the children of the present king and 
queen of England, used to visit and play 
with them day after day and it was in 
these days that the affection which ex- 
isted between the late duke of Clarence 
and ‘‘Helene de Frahce” began. AS 
years went af they fell in love with each 
other and only the difference in their re- 
ligions prevented their marriage. It was 
reported that wnen the duke of Clarence 
died, though he was formally engaged to 
the present princess of Wales, his last 
gasping words were, ‘“‘Helene, Helene!’ 

It was at ‘“‘York house’”’ that the duke 
of Orleans first revealed the love of 
natural history that was eventually to 
take him around the world as a mighty 
hunter, by starting a small menagerie, 
and that his elder sister, Marie Amelie, 

ored over her school books so assiduous. 

y that, as queen of Portugal, she is con- 
sidered one of the best informed royal 
women in Europe. Helene, now of Aosta, 
was, however, her father’s favorite, and 
She and the old Comte de Paris used to 
be seen day after day riding together in 
Richmond park, across the river from 
Twickennam. or in the direction of Stowe. 
She always has been radiantly pretty, 
but slightly domineering, and talian 
Statesmen are. credited with an _ appre-. 
hension that, should her husband, the 
duke of Aosta, mount the throne of Italy, 
the daughter of the Bourbons migat try 
to place the religious situation on a new 
footing. 

And now the duke is giving; up his Eng- 
lish home—-taking with him his sporting 
trophies, his aviary and his collection of 
strange beasts—taken in all sorts of odd 
corners of the globe—and probably be- 
fore long the folks of Twickenham ‘will

Will Be Metropolitan, 

“We will be as metropolitan as Atlanta 
now,” is the trend of the talk here and 
throughout this section, “‘for we will have 
The Constitution with our breakfast.

Changed Schedules on Other Roads. 

On other roads connecting with the 
Central there has been a general rear- 
rangement of schedules in order that the 
patrons of these lines may receive the 
benefit of the through mail and newspa- 
per services. The result is that all of 
southwestern Georgia, and, as I have 
pointed out, many points in Piorida and 
Alabama, will get their Constitutions 
during the early morning hours. This 
is true of the points along the Atlantic 
Coast Line and on the many smaller sys- 
tems which have recently been built in 
this section. 

The number of these new railroads is 
a revelation to a resident of the northern 
part of the state who has not kept in 
touch with the railroad building in south- 
western Georgia, just as the develop- 
ment of this section in all lines is a sur- 
prise. After two days spent at Valdosta 
in attendance upon a state fair worth 


went over to Thomasville and came from 
there to Albany, more to get an idea of 
this southwest Georgia development than 
for any other purpose. Naturally I have 
in a few days only been able to see the 
surface of things; but I have seen enough 
to show me that only a small part of 
the story of the possibilities of southern 
Georgia has been told—that while there 
has been great progress, this section is 
only at the beginning of its greatness. 
New railroads have recently been built 
and are building in all directions. Da 
you know that Albany is the center from 
which seven railroads radiate? I did not 
until I came and saw for myself. The 
line from Albany down to Moultrie and 
on to Pidcock, where it connects with 
the Atlantic Coast Line, has just been 
completed. The line from Cuthbert to 
‘Arlington and Bainbridge and on to 
Tallahassee will be formally opened in a 
few days. The Albany and Northern is 
doing business between here and Cor- 
dele. The Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf 
is an accomplished fact and is making 
good money. These are a few of the new 
ones I have come across; and there is 
no better indication of the growth of a 
section than the fact that capitalists are 
building new railroad lines through it. 


Valdosta a Revelation. 

I had a few words to say the other day 
about the prosperity of Valdosta. Tae 
amount of money on deposit in the banks 
of that magnificent little city of the 
Wiregrass must have been a surprise to 
those who took the trouble to study the 
figures. They will have an added value 
as an indication of the growta of that 
city and of the development of the sur- 
rounding country when it is stated that 
this money is all “home grown. * None 
of it is northern or outside capital prought 
in for investmert; it represents the net 
results of the success of these people in 
turning taeir pine lands and their cotton 
producing possibilities into money, They 
seem to grow everything in Lowndes. I 
saw there as fine cattle as I have ever 
seen; the farms surrounding the town 
have a well-kept look that denotes pros- 
perity; the ‘houses and the barns are 
painted; the people drive good horses and 
wear good clothes. In and around Val- 
dosta there are a number of manufactur- 
ing establishments of different kinds, all 
of them doing well. At Kinderlou, a few 


coming several hundred miles to see, I | 


miles out, is the immense establishment | 
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of McRee Bros., where crates and bas- 
kets and other products of the native 
woods are turned out. 

This big concern represents the faith 
and the enterprise of a man who had 
much to do with instilling, by his ex- 
ample, a spirit of enterprise in these peo- 
ple. He was George McRee, fataer of 
the present owners. Major Glessner told 
me a story about him which he says has 
never been printed. 

George McRee’s Watermelons. 

George McRee was the first man to 
ship water melons out of Georgia. He 
got the idea there might be something 
in tae water melon business, and figured 
it out that there could be no harm try- 
ing. He planted a lot of melons without 
having a very definite understanding of 
how many it would take to fill a car, and 
finally found himself in Savannah with 
two car loads. He went to a leading 
commission merchant. 

‘Want any melons?” he asked. 

‘“‘Reckon I can dispose of a few; just 
drive your wagon around here,” Was tae 
response. 

“But they’re not in a wagon; I’ve got 
two car loads of ’em here.’”’ 

“What! Two car loads? Why, man, 
you must be crazy. I1 couldn't sell two 
car loads in a year.” 

McRee went away feeling a good deal 
like the man who had an elephant on his 
hands. Finally he determined to salip 
them to New York himself. While they 
were being loaded on the steamer the 
all-wise purser—they always know every- 
thing—came out. 

‘Good Lord!” exclaimed that worthy 
officer. ““Waat d—d fool is idiot enough 
to be shipping melons to New York?”’ 

‘“T reckon I am a d—d fool, for I'm the 
man,’’ responded McRee, who was stand- 
ing by. 

They got to discussing the prospects of 
profit. McRee became more hopeful as 
he talked, and the upshot of the con- 
versation was the sale of the melons to 
tne purser at a fair profit. The purser 
also won out on the deal. 

McRee determined to go into the busi- 
ness deeper. The next year he went into 
the office of a railroad official at Savan- 
nah, introduced himself, said he had been 
growing water melons for market and 
wanted forty cars to hau] them in. Again 
he was taken for a crazy man. 

“You must be off your calculations or 
your base—one,” said the railroad mag- 
nate. ‘“‘Why, there ain’t forty car loads 
of melons eaten in the entire United 
States in a year!” 

But McRee got his cars and made a 
good profit on his melons—enough to 
start him toward‘a fortune. He lived to 
see 8,000 cars of melons carried out of 
Georgia in a single season. 

Thomasville’s Chief Industry. 

Thomasville is rapidly getting 
shape for her winter season. A great 
cleaning is under way, for within a few 
weeks the winter resident will be on his 
wav here, and things must be in shape 
when he comes. 

The two chief assets of Thomasville 
may be said to be her climate and tne 
winter resident, but as the latter is 
brought by the/ former much of the pros- 
perity of the cfty of Thomasville is direct- 
lv traceable £0 the balmy yet invigorating 
air—blowh about as it is by the ever 
present pine—which gives life and happi- 
ness. 

There is every reason to expect that the 
new echedules from and to Atlanta will 
lead to a discovery important to the peo- 
ple of the state’s capital city. That is 
the discovery of Thomasville. To my 
certain knowledge very few people in At- 
lanta have any conception of this most 
delightful of all winter resorts. People 
come here from every quarter of the 
world, but never from its cenier—mean- 
ing, of course, Atlanta. When Atlantans 
do come, 
railway accommodations, they will won- 
der that they never came before; then, 
to make up, they’ll come again and again. 

The two great tourist hotels are being 
put through ae course of preparation for 
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the big crowd of visitors which is al- 
ready assured. For years the Piney 
Woods has been filled to its capacity each 
season, its patrons being, as a rule, 
wealthy society people and pleasure seek- 
ers from the eastern and western cities. 
The Mitchell house has not been so for- 
tunate. This year the Piney Woods les- 
sees have secured the Mitchell, and the 
town is glad. 

Several new palace-cottages have been 
added to the already long list. Colonel 
O. H. Payne, of the Standard Oi] Com- 
pany, has recently purchased about 2,000 
acres belonging to the McIntire estate, 
adding this to his Greenwood property. 
This gives him nearly 56,000 acres in all. 
Most of this he uses as a hunting pre- 
serve. His home is a famous old ante-

Mel Hanna, the senator’s brother, who 
is said to be wealthier than the senator 
himself, has been adding to his Thomas 
county estate. He is now a fullfledged 
citizen of Georgia, having transferred his 
citizenship to Thomas county. 

Sleeping Car Service Wanted. 

The people of Thomasville are in thor- 
ough sympathy with Editor McIntosh, 
of The Albany Herald, who is trying hard 
to have sleeping cars run on this end 
of the Central. A sleeping car attachment 
seems to be the one thing now needed to 
make the Central's facilities complete 
and perfect. Some days ago Colonel Mc- 
Intosh called President Egan’s attention 
to this matter. He returns to the sub- 
ject editorially, in this way: 

“Several days ago an editorial wag pub- 
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lished in these columns calling the atten- 
tion of President John Egan and 
other officials of the Central of Georgia 
railway to the opportunity about to be 
presented for instituting a sleeping car 
service between Atlanta and southwest 
Georgia. 

“It was suggested that it would be a 
simple matter to begin operating sleep- 
ing cars regularly between Albany and 
Atlanta in connection with the new train 
which the Central road will put on from 
Atlanta to Macon on the 2d proximo, to 
connect in the former city with the 


| Southern railway’s fast mail train from 


New York and the east. The Southern’s 


'train will reach Atlanta about 1:45 a. m., 


and the Central's new train will leave as 
early as practicable thereafter, making 
close connection at Macon with the trains 
for Montgomery. Birmingham, Albany, 
Thomasville, Blakely, Dothan and inter- 
mediate points. By having the sleeper for 
this section of the getate open in Atlanta 
not later than Il p. m. passengers could 
secure a night’s rest and breakfast as far 
south as Albany by 7:30 o’clock the next 
morning. 

‘The suggestion made in The Herald 
has been enthusiastically received by the 
public in this section of the stdte, and 
we have been urged to continue agi- 
tating the matter until assured that ik 
has received the thougrehtful attention of 
the Central officials. The Herald believes 
that southwest Georgia is entitlel to the 
service for which request has been made, 
and that inquiry into the merits of the 
case will convince President Egan and 
his associates of the justice of southwest 
Georgia’s complaint. The unanimity with 
which The Herald's move for a sleeping 
ear service between Albany and Atlanta 
has been acclaimed is a guarantee that 
the Central road would find the venture a 
success financially.

Wp to the robbery of the Missoun 
Pacific train, tn J:'+, 1876. no one was dis- 
posed te interfere {pn any way with the 
men who had followed Quantrell. Es- 
pecialiv true was this of Younger 
boys. All throucsh that section of the 
Btate the Younrers head friends, friends 
As joyal ar trie as ever man had. They 
were not frierds whon the darkness of 
night hd the he'ninge hend extended the 
Yoursers, but were friends in open day 
resari'ess 
Ray. 

These fricnds were those who knew the 
history of the Youngers and the Jameses 
from their infancy up. Men and woinen 
conversant with the events which made 
the sons of two of the most promincat 
families of that section of the state the 
most desperate and daring outlaws the 
world has known outside of fiction were 
their friends. 

That these men—there were six of them.

About Sedalia few nersons believed one- 
half the charzes made against the Youns- 


affidavits showing that the Younger boys 
were hundreds of miles away from the 
scene of the crime at the time the crime 
was committed. These affidavits were 
printed in nearly every paper in Missouri 
and though it satisfied many persons, it 
did not stop the detectives: who were 
hunting down tae Youngers as well as 
the Jameses, 

There was no place for any of the 
gang. They went armed constantly and 
had a finger on a trigger when meeting & 
stranger in the road. 

The Youngers managed to avoid an en- 


tounter with the detectives up to 1874, f 


Soon after the Gad Hill robbery John and 
Jim Younger encountered three men near 
Osceola; Mo., whom they suspected. The 
meeting was in the big road, and as the 
Youngers were conversing with the men, 
whom they had disarmed, one of the 
strangers, having.a pistol secreted_in his 
coat pocket, fired without drawing it. 
The ball took John's Ufe and Jim, in 
retaliation, killed his’ brother’s slayer and 
companion. That is said to have been 
the first blood the Youngers had spilied 
after the war, barring a killing by, Co‘e 
in Louisiana. It turned loose every man 
Pinkerton had and from that day on Ua- 
til the day the gang rode into Northfield, 
Minn., the Youngers, like the Jameses, 
were prey for any man catcher. Rewards 
running into four figures were marked 
against them. At every corner tasy 
faced their description with an officer's 
name below it. No place offered them 
safety. Honest work wag out of thelr 
reach. Driven from place to place, home- 
less and branded, what could have been 
expected of them? 

The three Younger boys, Cole, Bob and 
Jim, stuck together and for awhile made 
their homes in Texas and Mexico. Tae 
James boys remained in Missouri and 
crime went on. Finally the Youngefs 
were driven from the far west and came 
back to Missouri. 

But it is well known they did not mix 
with the Jamés boys. In fact, there was 
a deadly enmity between Jesse James 
and Cole Younger. They had fought 
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Assassination and Robbery of Colonel H. W. Younger, 
From Newspaper Cut Published at the Tima, 


ers. That was not true, however, of the 


James boys. The James's were decidediv 
more daring, more reckless but not one 
whit braver or more fearless than tho 
Youngers. Many were the charges made 
against the Youngers which they quickly 
and easily disproved. Cole, the elder liv- 
ing one, always being quick to reply to 
any crronecus accusation made against 
‘him and his brothers. 

The Missouri Pacific Robbery. 

With that Missouri Pacific train robk- 
tery in 1876 many persons lost faith in 
the Youangers. notwithstanding an em- 
phatic denial of a participancy by Colo 
Younger. Less than a dozen miles from 
Sedalia is Otterville station. At the 
station is a deep cut. One night in the 
early part of July, 1876, the fast train was 
Held up and rotbed of $15,000. Within a 
few hours every town along the read was 
sending out posses. One left Sedalia at 
dawn the next morning headed by Gcn- 
eral Bacon Montgomery. who had during 
the war tested the nerve of and ran frvia 
Quantrelil’s men more than one time. It 


bovs were in the robbery. All cay the 
Montgomery crowd followed the trail 
and late in the afternoon came upon the 
spot on the banks of tne Osage river 
where the outlaws had divided their 
booty and separated. It was useless to 
‘sSllow further and the Sedalians return- 
ed home. A week later one Hobbs Kerry, 
an old Quantrell man, was arrested, 
charged with being one of the band. 
Kerry made a confession, in which he 
named his associates, declaring that Cole, 
Bob and Jim Younger were in the crowd. 
Some believed Kerry’s confession, others 
aid not. But even among those who ac- 
@epted the pprisoner’s statement the 
Youngers had their friends, who helped 
them evade the horde of detectives and 
officers sent after them. 

And this friendship was based upon 
the many wrongs neaped upon the 
Youngers during and immediately subse- 
quent to the war. 

Along in the early seventies trains, 
stage coaches and other means of public 
conveyance were held up at will in Mis- 
souri, Arkansas and lowa and each of 
these robberies were laid to the James 
and Younger boys. Among these rob- 
beries were the Russellville, Ky., bank 
in 1868; the Gallatin, Mo., bank in 1869; 
the Corydon, Iowa, bank in 1871; the Co- 
mmbia, Ky., bank in 1870; the stealing of 
the casa box at the Kansas City fair in 
1872; the St. Genevieve, Mo., bank in 
1873; the wrecking of a fast train on the 
Cc. R. J. and Pacific in 1873. 

In each of these acts of outlawry blood 
was as freely spilled as the dollars were 
eagerly grabbed by the robbers. 

The Youngers boys, however, in 1874 or 
‘87% proved to the satisfaction of many 
Missourians that they were in no way 
Smplicated in any of these robberies. Men

#rkansas, in Texas and in Missouri gave

Yet they were bitter ene- 
mies and upon one occasion were in the 
act of fighting a duel, when mutual 
friends stopped it. The bitter feeling 
continued on James’ part up to the min- 
ute Bob Ford, James’ own cousin, killed 
him for the reward Governor Crittenden, 
of Missouri, had offered. And unless a 
quarter of a century in Stfllwater peni- 
tentiary has made wonderful changes in 
Cole Younger, that ‘aatred has not yet 
died out on his part. 

There has always been grave doubt as 
to whether the James boys were with 
the Youngers in that—to the Youngers— 
fatal raid on the Northfield, Minn., bank. 
The Youngers and the Jameses did not 
mingle pleasantly. Still taey may’ have 
declared a truce for the time because of 
the gain contemplated. But if the James 
boys—there were but two of them, Jesse 
and Frank—were there, isn’t it rather re- 
mafkable that both should have escaped 
without a scratch, while all three of tae 
Younger boys, Cole, Jim and Bob, shouid 
not only have been captured, but that all 
three should have been’ desperately 
wounded? 

Band Was Desperate. 

That the band was a desperate one and 
that the hands of eacn member was died 
in blood,while in the pockets of eacn at 
times jingled ill-gotten coin, there is no 
doubt. 

But was there a cause for the desperate, 
reckless life they led? 

In old Missouri there are many who, 
though they do not indorse tne deeds of 
violence, the robbery, the bloodshed and 
the torch used by the Jameses and the 
Youngers, at least deeply sympathize 
with them, especially the Youngers, and 
ever an anon utter a kind word about 
the desperadoes. 

Originally taere were five of the 
Younger boys. Richard, who died in 1860; 
Thomas Coleman, James Henry, John 
and Robért E. Their father, Colonel 
Henry Washington Younger,. was born 
in Crab Orchanm, Ky., and moved to Mis- 
souri when a young man. He settled in 
Jackson county on the Kansas border. 
He was the father of fourteen children, 
eight girls. and six boys. Colonel 
Younger was an educated,man. He was 
judge of the county court and once a 
member of tne Missouri legislature. When 
the war came on he was a union man. So 
were his sons. The border troubles just 
before the war made Jackson county un- 
safe and on account of his children Col- 
onel Younger moved into Cass county. 
He was then worth $100,000. At Harrison- 
ville he owned the finest horses in the 
county and was considered the most 
prominent citizen. A captain in the Mis- 
souri militia (federal) took a great dis- 
like to Cole and lost no opportunity to 
annoy ‘aim. The elder Younger appealed 
to the United States army officers for 
protection for his son, but without avail. 
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. Cole Younger was compelled to hide and 


dodge as best he could. In 1861 the elder 
Younger went to Independence to collect 
a large sum of money. Qn his way home 
he was waylaid by Kansas jayhawkers 
and murdered, Hig body was found in 
‘an old field:;; Whey Cole Younger heard 
this he came from his ‘aiding and swore 
he'd even it up. Mounting his horse, he 
joined Quantrell. Later he was joined by 
his brothers except the youngest one. 
During the war there wes no better sol- 
dier, no more savage avenger, No more 
reckless q rider. 


home was visited by jayhawkers, who 
swung the youngest brother up to make 
him reveal Cole Younger’s hiding place. 
The Kansas jayhawkers made Mrs. 
Younger set fire to her own house and 
drove the family from shelter to -snelter. 

None of this was calculated to allay 
the spirit of revenge which had seized 
* Cole, John and Jim. 

Enemies Oppressed Them. 

After the war the Younger boys took 
their mother back to their Jackson coun- 
ty home. But they were not allowed to 
live in. peace. The Red Legs, the Jayhaw- 
kers, the state militia all oppressed them. 
Taey were fired lipon from ambush and 
were ordered to leave the county. They 
stuck it out without resistance until It 
fell to the lot of one of the boys to kill 
a jayhawker who was seeking his life. 

Then it was ell off with the Youngers. 

The four boys—this was before John’s 
death—went to Texas, and, buying a 
ranch, began building a aome for their 
mother. But before at home was fin- 
ished the good woman died of consump- 
tion, the disease having been caused by 
the exposure to which the jayhawkers 
had forced her during the war. 

Tae boys came home to bury their old 
mother. What they promised beside that 
open grave is not known. Had they 
promised an extermination of the jay- 
hawker band and then kept that promise 
to the letter could any one have blamed 
them? 

And now Cole alone lives’ to recount 
the sadness which surrounded his early 


| days. Alone nae must carry on his ven- 


geance if the oath he and his brothers 
made beside that grave has not been 
fulfilled. | 

A quarter of a century ago the Youngers 
went Into the Stillwater penitentiary for 
life. They had tried to rob the Northfield 
bank and had killed two men. After a 
desperate chase they were captured. Bob 
died in prison. Recently Cole and Jim 
were paroled. Jim’s love affair and sul- 
cide leaves tae oldest brother alone in 
his misery. - 

Of the James boys there were two, 
Frank, born in Kentucky “in 1841, and 
Jesse in Missouri in 184. Their father 
was a Baptist minister. Soon after he 
moved to Missouri. The Rev. James and 
his wife separated. The preacher went 
to California, where he died when Jesse 
was 6 years of age. Mrs. James then 
married Dr. Samuels, one of the leading 
physicians of that section of Missouri. 
unlike the Youngers, the Jameses were 
rank for the south and both quickly join- 
ed Quantrell. Then the Samuels home 
was the scene of many nignt visits by 
Jayhawkers and Missouri militia search- 
ing for the boys. After the war there 
was no place for taem and they natural- 
ly drifted into outlawry. The Youngers 
were quick to deny charges. The Jameses 
never did. The detectives 
Samuels home in the early’ seventies, 
hoping to catch Frank and Jesse. They 
threw a bomb into the house, killing Dr. 
and Mrs. Samuels’ youngest child, a 
half sister to Frank and Jesse, and 
tearing away one of Mrs. Samuels’ arms. 

Tae James boys were intense haters 
and from that day on they considered a 
detective their rightful prey. For years 
they beat off pursuit and it was not until 
treachery was used that these two broth- 
ers were rendered harmless. Bob and 
Charley Ford, cousins of the James boys, 
agreed with Governor Crittenden to trap 
them. Jesse was at St. Joe, Mo., going 
under an assumed name. He admitted 
the Ford boys to his aome. One morning 
Bob Ford got behind Jesse and put a 
bullet through his brain. The Fords 
were tried for murder, convicted and sen- 
tenced to hang. The day before the ex- 
ecufion day Governor Crittenden pardon- 
ed them. The Ford boys got a big re- 
ward. Bob Ford was shot to death a 
year or two ago in a gambling hell in a 
Colorado town. 

Several months after WJesse’s deata 
Frank James walked into the office of 
Governor Crittenden in Jefferson City, 
Mo. Stepping in front of the governor, 
he laid his revolvers on the table, saying: 

“No living man but me has had his 
hands on these revolvers since 1861.’’ 

It was all over with Frank James. Like 
Co'e Younger, he only was left to think 
of the past and dream of the future. 
James’ surrender had _ been arranged. 
He knew he would be pardoned, and he 
was. He is now living quietly in the 
west. Both of the James boys were mar- 
ried and each was the father of two chil- 
dren. 

Who will say that these men were not 
forced to lead a criminal life?

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In a recent letter I took the part of the 
bad boys and said they must not be 
given up. That letter has provoked a 
most intelligent comment from a western 
school teacher, who has been teaching 
boys for twenty years. He says that his 
so-called bad boys almost invariably 
turned out to be his best boys, best 
scholars, and best men, and he never 
punished one with the rod. His illustra- 
tions are very apt, entertaining and in- 
structive, for he is no ordinary teacher, 
but is a highly cultured gentleman, and 
writes a beautiful letter. His letter con- 
tained several pages and was eagerly 
perused. He says I am a believer in the 
red, but it has been my lot to have to 
use it mostly. but lightly, on mamma's 
pets—the good boys who never did any- 
thing wrong. He does not believe in 
moral* turpitude or total depravity, but 
that all natural instincts are good, and 
that evil is only an abuse or misuse of 
the good, and he has never seen a human 
being who would not at times perform 
some kind office for another, never ex- 
pectipg a reward. Once upon a time. the 
story goes, a little girl was watchirpz a 
sculptor as he put the finishing touches 
upon an angel that he had chiseled from 
a block of marble, and she exclaimed: 
“Oh, what a beautiful angel you have 
made!’’ ‘‘No,” said the soulptor, ‘‘the 
angel was already in the marble. I have 
only chipped away the rough stone that 
hid it.”’

My school teacher friend says that the

wait upon his mother. He behaved very 
well for a week, but his bad day came and 
he dii not study at all. He seemed to 
be ready for a row. The teacher toid him 
mildly but firmly that he must stay in 
until he got his lesson. He gave a look 
of defiance and shut up his book. My 
friend says: “It ne of the trials 
of my life. I d to be reading a 
book, but I only thinking. In half 
an hour Bob opened his book, but I saw 
tears in his eyes. After a while he said, 
‘I can’t study now. Please, sir, let me 
go home. it's getting dark and mother 
will be scared. She's all alone and sick. 
Please, sir, 1 will get this lesson tomor- 
row, and I won't be bad any more.’

The larger islands lie just south of the 
Tropic of Cancer, while some of the 
smaller ones extend north of it Though 
these islands had been seen by white men 
hefore. it was Captain Cook, the man 
who first satled around the world, who 
brought them to the attention of the 
people living in other islands. 
while our revolutionary war was guing 
on, and the very year that Washington 
and his army suffered so in the hard 
winter at Valley Forge. The captain 
landed on the islands later, and was kel il- 
ed ty the natives, who were savages 
ruled by mény savage chiefs. 

These natives worshiped hideous 
wooden idols, to twhich they offered hu- 
man sacrifices; and they had many other 
terrible practices. If a chief was taking 
a walk, and a man stood in such a posi- 
tion that his shadow fell across the pach 
of the chief, the man was killed, 

Whalors from New Bedford and Nan- 
tucket on their way to catch whales far 
in the north Pacific began to visit tho 
islands, and with the whalers came the 
missionaries, who converted the natives 
to Christianity, and civilized them. Then 
reorle from other countries began to set- 
tle in the islands, and when, during the 
Spanish war, the United States annexed 
Hawaii, it was a prosperous and civilized 
isiand nation. 

‘here are 15,00 children going to schvol 
in the Hawaiian islands now. Every 
cuild in the island has to begin ‘to g0 
tc school when 6 years old, and must 
stay in school until the age of 10. 

The schools in Hawaii are just like the 
schools in the United States, the very 
same school books being used. But the 
surroundings of the school houses are 
vastly different. 

There are great mountains all around, 
and near the school house door may be 2 
coffee plantation with its row of trees 
ebout 8 fect high, covered with white 
flowers or little red berries, or perhaps 
there is a field of pineapples with long, 
prickly legves, or a grove of banana trees 
with the fruit hanging in great bunches 
upon them. 

Hawaiian children have their football 
and baseball teams just as children in 
the states do but thore of native blood 
have other sports peculhr to themselves. 
Chief among these is susf-riding. A Ha- 
wailen child {a perfectly at home in +he 
water and will swim Ifke a duck. There 
are few harbors in the islands. The long 
swell of the Pacific comes thundering in 
upon beaches miles and miles in leagth, 
the greet waves changin Into breakers 
ae thev neer the shore. Hawalian boys 
wi] wet into an eance. two working the 
paddies and one steering. and take her 
out beyond the line of breakers. Then 
turning the stern of the boat toward th» 
sea the steerer will watch unt!! he sees 
a particularly bie wave approaching 
when he will cry out.

In the more rémote parts of Hawai 
beys may still be seen disporting them- 
selves in the breakers with these gsurf- 
boards, but in the more populous regions 
canoes are generally used for the game. 
Vhen Hawaiian boys of native blood 
wrestle a mat is placed on the ground 
and the two wrestlers stand facing each 
other. Then they raise their arms and. 
clasping each other’s hands, try with- 
out touching any other part of the body, 
to push each other off the mat. The 
one who succeecs wins the bout. 

Another Hawaiian game which used 
to be popular. but which is now fast dis- 
appearing even in the remote districts 
before the superior attractigns of base- 
ball and fcotball, wes the bowling cf 
flat. round stones between two stocks 
stuck upright in the ground, a few inches 
‘apart, about 200 feet away from the 
bowler. 


Hawalian boys used to be very expert 
at throwing the javelin, a long, slender 
piece of hard wood. Two boys wouid 
face each other some distance apart and 
one would hurl the javelin directly at 
hic opponent. The other boy would en- 
deav-r to catch the piece of wood and 
throw it back without letting it touch his 
body. This game seems to have died 
out fn late years. its place being taken by 
handball or “catch.” 

The Hawaiian child’s favorite delicacy 
is pol. He is as fond of poi as you arg 
of pie. ¥ 

Poi 's made from the taro. which 
a tough. stem-like root, cultivated in 
Hawaii just gs potatoes are here. The 
taro root is unded in wooden troughs 
with a vwrooden pestle until it Is like 
flour. and then mixed with water and 
made into a paste. It is sad, but true 
that most Hawnlian children eat thig 
poi with the'r fingers instead of using 
a fork. which shows that they have 
something yet to learn.

In fact, {t comes 
nefore his dinner, for it should be em- 
ployed to create 4 proper and wRplesome 
appetite for dinner. 
. There are many physical culture sys- 
tezos, some intricate, some simple, some 
based on comon gense, and some not. The 
stmpier the exercise the better it is, and 
common sense must alwaeyB be present in 
ponytical culture as in everything else 
that is good. 

One of the simplest and best ways to 
indulge in physical culture is to walk—to 
walk correctly. The average perach 
salks incorrectly, wita his body in some 
such shape as shown in figure 2 He gets 
no benefit from walking, for his head and 


shoulders, being thrown forward, cramp 


his chest and keep him from filling his 
lungs with the fresh, bracing air that 
purifies his blood and helps to build up 
muscle, Before one can expect to be bene- 
fited by walking, one must learn to stand 
correctly—to stand as in figure 1. This 
position is known as “the soldier pose.” 
Ite charactertistics are head up, shoul- 
ders back, chest out, abdomen in, arms 
straight and along the sides of the body,

A splendid 
physical specimen when he goes on the 
“force”—usualiy he must pass a rigid 
physical examination—in a few years of 
Walking on the same beat and often with 
mothing to hold his attention, he becames 
flabby and fat. But for a shining ex-

MPERIAL ROME gave its populace 

“bread and circuses’’—New York 

tcwn, more than imperial, as yet pro- 
vides only the circuses. But it is more 
than an open question if Reme ever 
spent as much upon its amphitheater as 
New York has put into the Speedway and 
ite apprcaches. 

Directly, the Speedway is an outgrowth 
of panic—the sad days following ’93. In- 
directly, it is the response to a& rising 
demand. The city has bred and fostered 
& swiftly crowing class of rich reinsmen, 
tither survivors or spiritual destendants 
of the old Bloomingdale Road brigade. 
With their many thousands invested in 
fast horsefiesh, there was general and in- 
creasing discontent over having to go & 
Sabbath day’s journey to find any plac® 
Where the fiyers could step their best— 
and, incidentally, outstep each other. 

The first plan that was offered raised 
& roar of indignation. The gentlemen 
Gtivers had it in mind to take a stretch 
fown the west side of Central Park. 
lively protests from all sorts and cone 
ditions of folk inclined them to go fur- 
Ther—with the result of faring better. 
The Speedway as an accomplished fact 
interferes with nobody. Contrartwise, it 
‘rns to the excellent use of diver- 
sion a strip of unsightly waste. Inci- 
dentally, the turning put many dollars 
into honest. horny hands that other- 
Wise would have been empty, or filled 
by galling charity. Altogether the course 
8 well worth its cost, tf for no more than

Speedway builders took account 
of it—wherefore the waterside walk is 
twice or thrice, the amplitude of that un- 
derneath the rocks, and beset plentifully 
threvghout with Ught, easily movable 
benches.

Heights, High bridge 
bridge, springing alertly from the bold 
ramp of the Heights, span tne green, 
clear breadth of the valley and etch 
themselves on the wind-blown blue of thé 
sky.

Fred Ger- 
ken in the side lines! It can't be he’s go- 
ing to quit the game!” “There comes 
Claus Bohling! Now look out, somebody. 
He told my cousin's uncle yesterday he 
had the heels of everything likely to 
show today!” “Albert Bostwick’s trainér 
has got knee boots on Johnpy Agan. Yes, 
Bostwick is automobile crazy, still he has 
mot quite given up norses.”’

Our Americar ears could 
not tolerate Jesus Maria 
San Domingo Martinez 
y Rodriguez, therefore 
we rechristened him 
Charley, and he therfe- 
fore very graciously ac- 
cepted the nomenciature Americano. 
Charley was an anomaly in nation- 
ality with his Catholic name. His 
father was a Chinese, his mother a 
Cuban, with a marked strain of Af- 
rican in her Spanish-Pndian blood, 
hence the source of Charley’s reddish 
brown ochre complexion and curling 
hair. His Asiatic descent showed in 
his oblique eyes and high cheek bones. 
the Spanish in the delicate hands and 
feet. The combination of Chinese-In- 
dian-Spanish-African, however, made 
a very presentable man, and it seemed 
that th® mixture in assimilating elimi- 
nated all the questionable qualities of 
the various races, the best parts com- 
bining to make a valuable servant, 
conscientious, faithful and affection- 
ate.

I have twenty and 
six pesos. Muy mal it is, money not 
to have when one would marry him- 
self Jacinta propose the idea that 
we need not of the padre for to marry 
us; padres no good. The padre want 
the money I wish for my dead broth- 
er’s children. Jacinta desire to marry 
with me without the padre; por eso, 
we save the money; she help me pro- 
vide to the madre and the ninitas. I 
think much. I want to make therright 
thing. ‘The madre too old and enferma 
to gif care to the children. Jacinta 
find herself strong and good lavandera 
is. She will marry her with me and 
have care to the madre and assist to 
the children.

The madre 
and ninitas haf need of the forty 
pesos. Bueno—we go to one house, 
I think it best and Jacinta very con- 
tent.” 


Such was Charley’s raison de mat- 
rimonio. For all its crudity it was 
very pathetic. Not for Charley, though, 
was my sympathy—for Jacinta. She, 
poor soul, loved the lissome, affection- 
ate fellow, with his musical voice, his 
soft curls, his boyish smile. It 
that saddest of all sad things, a 
woman verging on old age hungry 
for the love of a young fellow. For 
Charley Jacinta was willing to toil 


.from morning until] night; gladly giv- 


ing him the greater part of her hard- 
won wages; glad .o do that difficult 
thing, take dnto her home and heart 
his infirm old mother and the broth- 
er’s children. Lightly had the former 
slave girl lived, with many lovers, per- 
haps.

plish for Themselves 


N many different ways, the- states 

which compose tlrat section common- 
ly known as the south, present some 
of the most remarkable conditions 
and phases of life in the history of 
the civilized world. .The south of 
forty years ago and the south of to- 
day are sufficiently remote from each 
other, so far as these conditions and 
phases are concerned, to be sit- 
uated on different continents sepa- 
rated by countless miles of rolling 
waters. Very few of the older traits 
remain, and we rejoice to say that 
those which do are among the best 
which the southern country boasted before the de- 
velopment of the civil war. In numberless matters 
cur opinions have been changed; -tffany of us arc 
earning our bread in occupations which were almosi 
unknown in ante-bellum days; new leaders have 
come to the front, criterions and standpoints have 
been revolutionized in startling fashion, and if we 
could place types of the southern man and woman ot 
today side by side with those representing this sec- 
tion before the historic struggle, they would seem 
as inhabitants, almost, of different spheres. 
One of the most..marked indications,.of this vast 
movement is that furnished by the southern woman, 
On her the passage of the last four epoch-making 
decades has wrought changes, improvements and 
developments little short of miraculous. We are 
all familiar with the manner in which the south of 
the late sixties, stripped of nearly all material pos 
sessions, her commerce and agriculture paralyzed, 
her institutions and iron-bound customs uproote.. by 
the tornado of civil war, turned pitifully to the new 
order of things to work out her salvation as best she 
mieht with the crude material at hand. We remem- 
ber that beautiful type of southern womanhood so 
p--valent before the destruction of the great sem1- 
fev4-' system. Along with a sturdy race of 
chevahiers they were forced to face poverty and the 
struggling for bread in its most acute stage, when 
peace was signed at Appomattox. And they were 
even less fitted than the men for this rough, catch- 
as-catch-can battle with the world. 

We see many of their representatives in the south- 

rm world of affairs today. They have bravely met 
and overcome adverse conditions and written suc- 
cess and competence for themselves and dependent 
ones in clear, bold letters. What they have suffered 
in this task, what physical fatigue and mental 
agony they have had to endure, what ingenuity they 
have developed, and what amazing, dogged pluck, 
in opposition to misfortune they have displayed, is 
just coming to be known. The southern woman has 

crowded into the office, the store, the shop, the mill 

and everywhere she has left.an impress of abiding

The coming of the “new woman” is not unmixed 
with evil, but there is one invaluable trait which 
she has taught her more natural sisters, and that 
is—independence.

But where is the really great novel of 
ante-bellum southern life? The authors 
I have named have given us a glimpse 
of a few types and phases, here and 
there. They have done fine work, but 
not one of them has produced a book 
which brings its readers in touch with 
what was best and worst in the old 
south. . 

The successful story of life in the south 
Atlantic states, the gulf region, the south- 
west and Tennessee and Kentucky, is, of 
course, southern, but not generally and 
comprehensively so. At best it is narrow 
in its limitations.

While it fg. trne that Mr. Harris {s es- 
sentially a Georgian. to the core, I have 
the most perfect gonfidence in his ability , 
to successfully describe, any southern !

It may be suggested by some of my 
readers that the old gouth figured in 
many popular novels ritten before the 
war. 

Not one of them, howevér, comes up 
to the standard. John P. Kennedy con- 
fined nimgelf to the colonial and reYolu* 
tionary periods. Cooke's “Virginia Come- 
dians” and ‘‘Leather Stocking and Silk” 
are no longer rea4. The novels of Wil- 
liam Gilmore Simms cover various states 
and eras in our history, but fiction is a 
finer art in our day, and these stories 
now seem hopelessly crude. For years 
there have been very few calls for them, 
and yet they are valuable -as* helps or 
pointers for our young writers who wish 
to study the south of the old days. Mrs, 
Caroline Lee Hentz wrote a number of 
southern novels, and so did Mrs. South- 
worth, but. they are al) defective in con- 
struction and style. Jere Clemens made 
a fairly good start with “Mustang Grey,” 
and then dropped Uterature for politics, 
Hon. Henry W. Hilliard wrote a preten- 
tious novel, “De . Vere,” full of philoso- 
phy, fine phrases and descriptions of 
aristocratic southern itfe, but it was soon 
out of print. Mrs. Mary E. Bryan was 
more successful th@m any of these in 
her stories of plantation life. Marion 
Harland, by her change of repidence, soon 
becamhe more northern than southern. 
Some of her stories give a tolerably fair 
picture of this section, but they will not 
live. ° J 


It is a Surprising fact that some of the 
best southern noyels were written by out- 
siders not in sympathy with us.

“Spurred on by my success, I bet heay- 
ily on the races. I lost all and was more 
heavily involved than over. Finally I saw 
that it was impossible for me to regain 
the money that had gone, and. I went 
home and told my wife all. Taking our 
little son, we fled from the city.” 

There is but one thing to conclude 
from this story, and that is that young 
Colomb is a4 CRIMINAL. No one can 
deny that; no one wants to deny it. 

It was wrong for the young man to 
take the firm’s money, and when he did 
so he committed a crime—a crime for 
which he must pay the penalty.

New Electric Car. 


Scientific American: A mew electric 
car has been undergoing severe tests in 
England, the results of which have been 
highly satisfactory, as the venaicle has 
succeeded in covering 100 miles without 
recharging. The car itself is made by 
Krieger, of Paris, but the electrical fit- 
tings are supplied by a London firm. The 
electrical installation consists of two 
compound motors, which drive the front 
wheels independently. The battery com- 
prises forty-four Leitner cells of 300 
ampere hours capacity, and is capable of 
running the car 10 miles witaout re- 
charging at a speed of 40 miles per hour 
on a level road. When traveling down hill 
the mters are reversed and become gen- 
erators and recharge the battery. Another 
interesting feature of this experiment is 
that by converting the motors into gen- 
erators an excellent braking effect is pro- 
duced, and in the majority of instances is 
sufficient to hold the veaicle in ch 
without necessitating the application 
the mechanical brakes.

nized authority on the so- 
called higher mathematics, 
Lewis B. Carll, of Brook- 
lyn, is shortly to issue in 
book form the resuit of 
twenty years of research 
over the most abstruse 
mathematical problems 
ever conceived by the mind 
of man. This book will 
| look like so much Greek or 
Sanskrit even to the man who prides 
himgetf on his knowledge of algebra and 
geometry. When it is given to the math- 
ematical world, it will be found that, 
for the first time, many of the problems 
that have defied solytion since the days 
of the ancient calculator who shouted 
“Eureka” on a certain memorable oc- 
casion have been interpreted logically and 
correctly by a man whose pupils include 
well known college mathematical pro- 
fessors and who has been consulted by 
such eminent authorities as Professor Si- 

mon Newcomb. 


This will be Mr. Carll’s second book. 
His first was issued in 188, after ten 
years of study and research. It has 568 
pages and is called the ‘‘Calculug of Va- 
riations.”’ It is the only book of its kind 
extant, and has been out of print some 
years, for there are not many mathe- 
matically inclined persons who care to 
wrestle with the variations, to say noth- 
ing of differential and integral calculus, 
before which the average mind quails 
The demand for the gecond book will be 
even smaller, by reagon of the fact that 
it will deal exclusively with several iso- 
lated points that Mr. Carl] was unable 
to make clear in his first work. “But 
now,’ he said the other day as he sat 
in the library of hjs Brooklyn home, 
“now, after twenty years of hard and 
continual work on these most difficult of 
all problems, I have solved them at last. 
And just think, please, that in return 
for all these years of patient and dell- 
cate research I shall not receive a cent. 

Two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars for ten years’ la- 
bor, not a cent for twice ten years’ toil!

When Mr. Carll graduated from Co- 
lumbia @niversity in 1870, pressing Seth 
Low, now mayor of New York, hard for 
first honors, he wanted to ‘become a 
teacher of the classics. To that end he 
had worked with infinite patience in an 
institution for the blind and all through 
his college course. He first had to have 
someone read Greek and Latin to him, 
then he nad to transcribe the passages 
by means of the point system of writing 
for the blind, then he had to learn hig 
lessons like any other student. 


Mr. Carll’s lessons were read to him 
by a classmate, who was sent through 
college by Mr. Carill’s father in order 
that he might be eyes to his son. Most 
of tae reading was done on the train 
while the two students traveled between 
the college and Mr. Carll’s father’s farm 
at Whitestone, Long Island, the blind 
student’s companion being the son of a 
neighboring farmer. Then in the even- 
ing Mr. Carll would study over the les- 
sons that he had taken down in the point 
system of writing. On Saturdays his 
companion wotild read to ‘aim for six or 
eight hours,, and in this way Mr. Caril

as earnestly and enthusiastically as I 
had my Latin and Greek, whica now were 
deserted. Pretty soon, after I had mas- 
tered differential and integral calculus, 
I found that nobody knew very much 
about calculus of variations, except that 
there was such ea branch. Then I said to 
myself: 

“Why don’t you find out something 
about it, and, perhaps, if you do, you'll 
gain some fame.’ So when I could find 
time between students, I struggled in the 
new field. Now, I am known to all math- 
ematicians by my works, but the general 
public hasn’t heard much about me, and I 
never expected it would. Still, I feel that 
I have done what I set out out to do. 
and I am satisfied.” 

“How lrave I worked? How have I 
done it?” A smile played on the speaker’s 
gentle face. “Ah, tt's a long etory, but 
if you wan't to know, I'll tell you. 

“Well, when I began to look up the 
subject of calculus of vartations I found, 
to my amazement, that only one book 
on the subject ever had been published in 
the English language. It had appeared 
in 1851, and was from the pen of Pro- 
fessor John H. Jeliet, of the University of 
Dublin. But, try as hard as I could in 
this country and Europes, I could not se- 
cure a copy of it. The book seemed to 
have disappeared. 

“There was nothing left for me to do, 
except to gather my necessary working 
material from all sorts of sources here 
and abroad, so I set to work in earnest. 
New \York’s libraries possessed at that 
time scarcely any of+ the books that I 
needed in my researches. Therefore, I 
was compelled to send out postal cards 
to the libraries at Yale and Harvard and 
in Europe, asking if they had certain 
mathematical books and journals. When 
they replied in the affirmative, I then 
asked for the loan of the books and pa- 
pers, the officials of the Columbia uni- 
versity guaranteeing the libraries that 
I would take good care of their 
precious and rare documents. In 
this way I secured my necessary 
working data. This took, all told, about 
three years. ' 

“But after I had the books, how could 
I make use of them, you will ask. Well, 
my brothers, and one in particular, Ad- 
dison, were very good to 
me. [I trained them how 
to read mathematics and 
once every two or three 
days I'd get one of them 
to read for about five 
minutes to me, If the 
book were in a foreign tongue, as often if 
was, I had first to translate it. Then I'd 
tell him to stop, after which I’d lock my- 
self in my room, and while pacing up 
and down the floor think over, arrange 
and rearrange hundreds of times, and 
apply to the problems I had in mind the 
matter that had been read to me. Some- 
times it would take me a week to secure 
a complete ugderstanding of the few 
lines that I had listened to. After I had 
grasped it all I would have Addison read 
another short passage, and once more 
I'd lock myself up and think. In this 
way I worked out my first book and my 
second, except that, in the case of the 
latter, I did not have to hlhok up mate-

6Ss to the classic libraries 
left them by the old ¢ra- 
gimme. Whether or not the college-bred 
woman has the advantage of the home- 
tred woman in the creative walks of iit- 
erature. is a problem difficult to answer. 

The southern woman in literature has 
gone well enough for herself without the 
aid of the ccllege professor; but what she 
might have done had she been coilege- 
reared, it is impossible to say. The 
gouthern- woman of the past was beauti- 
ful, cultured and refined, but not until 
the gteat struggle for existence swep-: 

fhe land and brought with it a spirkt of 
commercialism did the world learn of 
the gift for story telling which she left 
to her daughter of today. 

“The southern woman writer,” says 
Miss Sarah Barnwell Elliott, one of the 

most brilliant of the galaxy of southern 
story writers, “has, as a rule, been very 
guecessful. What she would have done 

' under the exact training of the college-is, 
of course, impossible to say; but I am at 
liberty to doubt if she would have bad 
the same spontaneity or the same tndi- 
viduality.’’ 

Miss Elliott is the author of two pur- 
pose tales, although she disclaims any 
credit for solving problems. One, “An 
Incident,” from the press of the Harpers, 
which a few years ago excited wide at- 
tention, deals with the troublous negro 
problem of the south, and the other, 
“Jerry,” thas to do with the poor whites 
of the Cumberland mountains and ques- 
tions of labor. The latter story has betn 
republished in England and Australia. 
Her latest works are ‘“‘The Life of Sam 
Houston,” published in the Beacon Biog- 
raphies. and “The Making of Jane,’’ re- 
cently out from the press of the Scrib- 
Ners. Miss Elliott was borh in Georgia. 
but hails primarily from South Carojina. 
Her education was gained caiefly from 
a highly cultivated mother and from an 
Itherited library of the best books. For 
the last few years she has made her 
winter home in New York. 

Personally she ig petite of stature and 
has large gray-blue eyes and a very mag- 
netic manner. “I was educated entirely 
at home,”’ she replied to a question, ‘but 
if life is made happy by having in it 
Some great longing, my life should be 
very happy, for I have always had, and 
of course wil] always have, a great long- 
ing for the training gained in college.”

“As for a college education,’’ says Mrs. 
Molly Elliott Seawell, who occupies a 
conspicuous place among southern writers 
of the day, “I know so little about it 
that I cannot speak with authority. I 
don’t know of any literary woman who 
has had a college education, which is 
rather a singular fact. It is. however, 
only a means to an end, and can never be 
a primary force in itself. There are 
many other methods of exslucation than a 
college education for a woman. The best 
educated woman I ever saw had never 
been a day at school in her life, nor 
learned a lesson from a paid teacher. 
This, I grant, is an exceptional case. As 
for what first impelled me to write, I can 
Only say it.is in the blood. My father’s 
family were all extremely bookish, and 
my mother was one of the best read wom- 
en in the English classics I ever knew. 
I was accustomed to having literature 
discussed in my own family circle from 
my infancy, and writing was as natural 
to me as breathing.”’ 

Miss Seawell has Tyler blood in her 
veins, which perhaps accounts in a meas- 
ure for her undoubted talent. She says, 
rejoicingly, that her literary bent was 
evolved rather than developed by the 
stimulating presence of the good books 
that made up her father’s library. She 
began to make history into stories long 
before the historical novel craze. She 
Was brought up in a rambling old home- 
stead down in Gloucester, Va., the coun- 
ty where once lived the mighty King 
Powhatan. Of late years she has lived 
in Washington, where she ara her sister 
have an agreeable home and enjoy the 
society of a large circle of friends. 

Frances Courtney Baylor (Mrs. George 
Barnum), the author of “On Both Sides,” 
a book that had a big run several years 
ago, lives in a charming home in aristo- 
cratic old Savannah, the city of fragrant 
sweet olive flower. 


“No, I have not had a college educa- 
tion, and in some respects I regret this,” 
she says. “But it is rather a curious fact 
that there is not a woman in (tHe pro- 
fession who has achieved any distinction 
that I know of who has had that advan- 
tage. Molly Elliott Seawell and I were 
discussing that very matter when I was 
staying with her last summer. Neither of 
us could recall one such. Like her, I 
was passionately fond of reading, and 
was tumbled into a really fine library as 
soon as I learned to read. I never had 
any more intention of becoming an au- 
thoress than of becoming a Japanese 
princess. I was living in a large coun- 
try home near Winchester, Va., and find- 
ing the life there very monotonous after 
the brilliancy of the years that I spent 
in London, Cheltenham, the Isle of 
Wight, Paris, Scotland and. Switzerland, 
I took up my pen as a diversion.” 

Mrs. Barnum comes of a long line of 
distinguished ancestry. The first Bay- 
lors came to Virginia im 1630. She is of 
the same blood as was the Hon. Mrs.

You see I had nothing very recent to 
choose from, and so was forced to read 
books which I have since come to know 
as classics.”’ 

Personally Miss McLaws is very agree- 
able, slightish, with an oval face and a 
delightful manner. 

Mrs. Myrta Lockett Avary, a Virginia 
by birth and a Georgian by adoption, 
writes delightfully along the lines of 80- 
clalistic snd philanthropic work. She 
has contributed to most of the high-class 
publications of New York, and has held 
editorial positions on several of tnem. 
Her articles would be of double interest 
to her friends in Dixie land if she signed 
her name always to her work. Of her 
early educational opportunities she says: 
“IT am sorry to say that I am nota col- 
lege woman. I have always wanted to be, 
put I grew up in the south too soon after 
the civil war to find opportunities for 
collegiate education. I had a private gov- 
erness. My masters in English were 
Shakespeare, Milton, Coleridge, Byron, 
Thackeray, Scott, Dickens, George El- 
liott, Hawthorne, Poe, Lanier and nosts 
of others. I met them in my brother's 
library—a glorious company, aren't they? 
I think it would have gladdened the souls 
of these great men’ and women could 
they have seen how much they helped a 
little child, aungry for knowledge and 
culture. i must tell you, too, of other 
teachers besides those who taught me 
what I could not learn from even this 
glorious company. I was born and Tear- 
ed in the country. The fields and forests, 
the bubbling springs, the running brooks, 
the singing birds, the blossoming or- 
chards, the whole sweetheart of mother 
earth was open to my heart.” 

Dorothy Dix smites enchantingly when 
asked the why of her pen name. “It 
means such a confession of ignorance,” 
she says naively. “I always loved the 
name Dorothy; then my black mammy’s 
husband was a Richard, whom mammy 
herseif always called Dick. So when I 
began to write I called myself Dorothy 
Dix. It was not until several years af- 
terwards that I knew I had unwittingly 
appropriated .wze name of a nobly philan- 
thropic woman.”’ 

Notwithstanding this, there is no trace 
of ignonance about Dorothy Dix. Her 
‘Fables for the Elite,’’ just out from the 
press, are wonderfully clever little 
sketches, satires on society. 

Dorothy Dix, otherwise Mrs. Elizabeth 
Meriwether Gilmer, comes of the south’s 
best blood. Her great-grandfather Meri- 
wether, who removed from Virginia to 
Tennessee, was a neighbor and close 
friend of Thomas Jefferson, and the fam- 
ily treasure beyond rubies letters writ- 
ten wy the founder of democracy to his 
old friend in his new home. She was 
born on Woodstock pbantation, which lies 
almost on the state line betwixt .Tennes- 
see and Kentucky. She insists that her 
real education began in the love of books, 
which grew in her while as a somewhat 
solitary child she’ read and dreamed 
through long days of green country quiet. 
Almost a8 soon as she left school she 
was married and went to New Orleans 
to live. 

By an odd coincident Montgomery coun- 
ty, Tennessee, has furnished New York 
with another writer, in the person of 
Mrs. Martha McCulloch Williams. Sub- 
stitute North Carolina for Virginia and 
what has been said of Dorothy Dix’s 
pedigree applies largely to Mrs. Williams. 
Her blood is English and Welsh; she is 
of the Williams blood by descent as wel] 
as marriage, her husband being her 
motaer’s great nephew. Mrs. Williams is 
a prolific writer. She never went to 
school but one day in her life, and re- 
ceived her education, for the most part,

“It is also gen- 
erally agreed by Friends of this meeting 
that a general collection be made for 
any occasion that may happen amongst 
Friends; also it is concluded on that it 
be In silver money twice in a year, viz: 
on the ist gnd 7th month, and Friends’ 
appoint Benjamin Pritchard to recelve 
tne aforesaid collection and dispose 
thereof as need shall require and Friends 
may order.”’ 

In 1709 “judgment was passed against 
Jeremiah Symons, Jr., for refusing to 
condemn his disorderly walking and ac- 
tions, but not publicly disowned him, in 
hopes he might humble himself, and in 
order to whjch Caleb Bundy and Edward 
Chancy having of late had some con- 
versation wita him whom they inform 
the meeting was very tender and desired 
them to acquaint Friends that as for his 
disorderly conduct toward Joseph Jordan 
he was very sorry for and hoped he 
should for the time to come walk more 
circumspectly, the which if required will 
declare himself at any monthly meeting 
or any otaer.”’ 

Very early in these records appear no- 
tices of the manumission of slaves and 
the expression of the strongest senti- 
ments against “human bondage.” There 
is an unceasing succession of matrimonial 
announcements. Along during the war of 
the revolution sandry Quakers were taken 
to task by the “meeting” for “having 
arms.” The writer has presented to the 
North Cafolina hall of ‘aistory the origi- 
nal of the much-talked-of protest of the 
Quakers in North Carolina “against hav- 
ing arms.”’ It is addresSed to the governor 


and the legislature and is signed by 


“Samuel Skinner, in behalf of the people 
called Quakers.” It is beautifully writ- 
ten in quaint characters and the lan- 
guage is good. It was prepared by the 

Pasquotank and Perquimans Quakers and 
indorsed by those in the piedmont sec- 
tion. 

The first meeting of Quakers in pied- 
mont or middle North Carolina was at 
Cane Creek, in 1751, which was fifty-two 
years later than the first meetings in 
Pasquotank county. New Garden, near 
their stronghold, was established in 1704. 
Other Quakers passed into South Caro- 
lina and in 1770 they reached Georgia. 
The war of the revolution deflected their 
migration from southward to westward, 
and this westward movement was foster- 
ed and increased by their intense opposi- 
tion to alavery. First they liberated their 
own slaves and next they sought by 
migration to escape from the influence 
of slavery. 

This movement from North Carolina be- 
gan about 180. In 188 the “monthly 
meeting” (a group of congregations) re- 
moved in a body. From 
Other “meetings” they 
went singly or in families 
to tae west and the de- 
scendants of these North 
Carolina Quakers are 
now found all over the 
middle west and northwest. In the same 
Way all the “meetings’’ In South Caro- 
lina and Georgia were broken up, their 
representatives going to Ohio and In- 
diana. So complete are the Quaker rec- 
ords that it is easy to trace the migta- 
tion of certain families through all their 
successive removals from Pennsylvania 
through Maryland and Virginia to North 
Carolina, thence to South Carolina or 
Georgia, thence to Ohio and Indiana and 
thence to the Pacific coast. The North 
Carolina “yearly meeting’’ at New Gar- 
den or at High Point, in Guilford county, 
is the “mother’ of some of the strongest 
‘“‘vearly meetings’ in the west. George 
W. Julian, the “free soil’’ candidate for 
vice president of the United States in 
1852, was the son of a Randolph county, 
North Carolina, Quaker. Charles Osborn, 
a Ghatham county, North Carolina, 
Quaker, was the first man in the world 
to demand the unconditional and im- 
mediate emancipation of slaves.

HE prisoners were dressed 


in citizens’ clothes and 
not in prison habili- 
ments. Captain Hines, 
who is a mason and brick- 
layer, seems to have 
charge of the work which 
resulted in the escape of 
the prisoner. A note was 
left for the warden of the

“One hundred dollars’ reward is of- 
fered for Morgan, dead or alive. Which 
way he has gone no one knows, Sevéral 
persons think he has gone northward, 
while others think he has made for the 
lakes. 

“All the dwellings and cellars are be- 
ing thoroughly searched for the prisoner. 
There is much excitement here owing to 
Morgan's escape.”’ 

These are extracts from a lengthy tel- 
egram sent to T Cincinnati Enquirer, 
dated Columbus, Ohio, November 28, 1863. 
The reader will remember this telegram 
bears even date with the year of the 
confederate war. And the facts are that 
General John H. Morgan, the dashing 
cavalryman, had conceived the plan and 
was fast executing it—making a raid 
through the enemy’s land—taking a de- 
tour of destruction through Indiana, 
Ohio and Illinois. He had well proceed- 
ed on his way when, unfortunately, he 
and his men were by overwhelming num- 
bers captured in the state of Ohio and 
like felons confined in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary. After a few months’ confinement 
they escaped. Here follows the details 
of escape, written at the time, the facts 
of which excel all fiction. 

General John H. Morgan was honored 
with an ovation on the 7th instant on 
his arrival at the confederate capital. 
The following highly interesting account 
of his escape from the Ohio penitentiary 
and subsequent adventures is published 
in The Richmond Enquirer: 

Their bed stools were small iron stools 
fastened to the walls with hinges, They 
could be hooked up or allowed to stand 
on the floor, and for several days before 
any work was attempted they made it a 
habit to let them down and sit at their 
doors ami read. Captain Hines superin- 
tended the work while General Morgan 
kept watch to divert the attention of the 
sentinel, whose duty it was to come 
around during the day and observe if 
anything was going on. One day this 
fellow came in while Hokersmith was 
down under the floor boring away, and 
missing him, said: ‘Where is Hoker- 
smith?” The general replied, ‘He is in 
my room sick,” and immediately pulled 
a document out of his pocket and said 
to him, “Here is a memorial I have drawn 
up to forward to the government at 
Washington. What do you think of it?” 

The fellow, who, perhaps, could not 
read, being highly flattered at the gener- 
al’s condescension, very gravely looked 
at it for several minutes 
before he vouchsafed any 
reply. In the meantime 
Hokersmith had been sig- 
naled and came up, pro- 
fessing to feel “very un- 
well.” This sentinel was 
the most difficult and dangerous obstacle 
in eir progress, because there was no 
teliffig what time he would enter during 
the day, afid at night he came regularly 
every two hours to each cell and inserted 
a light through the bars of their door to 
see that they were quietly sleeping, and 
frequently, after he had completed his 
rounds, he would slip back into the dark 
with a pair of India rubber shoes on to 
listen at their cells of anything was go- 
ing on. The general says that he would 
almost invariably know of his presence 
by a certain magnetic shudder which it 
would produce; but, for fear acute sen- 
sibility might sometimes fail him, he 
broke up small particles of coal every 
morning and sprinkled them before the 
cell door. 

Everything was now ready to begin the 
work, so about the latter part of October 
they began to bore. All were busy—one 
making a rope ladder by tearing and 
twisting up strips of bed tick, another 
making bowie Knives and another twisting 
up towels. They labored rseveringly 
for several days and after boring through 
9 inches of cement and nine thicknesses 
of brick placed edgewise, they began to 
wonder when they should reach the soft 
earth. 

Sudenly a brick went through. What did 
this mean? What internal chambers had 
they reached? It was immediately enter. 
ed, and, to their great astonishment and 
joy, it proved to be an air chamber, ex- 
tending the whole length of the row of

through the foundation, and day after 
day they bored, day after day the rocks 
of granite were removed, and still the 
work before them seemed interminable. 

After twenty-three days of unremitting 
labor, and getting through a granite wall 
of 6 inch thickness, they reached soil. 
They tunneled up for some distance and 
light began to shine. How glorious was 
the light! It announced the fulfillment 
of their labor and they would soon be 
free. This was-on the morning of the 
26th of November, 1868. The next night 
at 12 o’clock was determined on at which 
they would attempt their liberty. Each 
moment that intervened was filled with 
dreadful anxiety and suspense, and each 
time the guard entered, increased their 
apprehension. 

The general says he had prayed for 
rain, but the morning of the 27th dawned 
bright and beautiful. The evening came 
and clouds began to gather. If rain 
should begin their chagces of detection 
would be greatly lessened. While these 
thoughts were passing through their 
minds, the keeper entered with a letter 
for General Morgan. He opened, and 
what was his surprise, and I may say 
wonder, to find it from a poor. Irish 
woman of his acquaintance in Kentucky, 
commencing: ‘‘My Dear General: I feel 
certain that you are going to try to get 
out of prison. but for your sake don’t 
try it, my dear general. You will only 
be taken prisoner again and made to 
suffer more than you do now.”’ 

The letter then went on to speak of 
his kindness to the poor where he lived 
at Lexington. and concluded by exhort- 
ing him to trust in God and wait his 
time. What could tkis mean? No hu- 
man being on the outside had been in- 
formed of his escape, and yet just as 
he was ready to make the attempt, there 
comes a letter from Winchester, Ky., 
advising him not to “try it.”” This letter 
had passed through the examining office 
of General Macon, and then through the 
hands of the lower officials. What if 
it should excite suspicfon and cause them 
to exercise vigilance? The _ situation, 
however, was desperate. Their fate 
could not be much worse, and they re- 
solved to go. Nothing now remained to 
be done but for the general and Colonel 
Dick Morgan to change cells. The hour 
approached for them to be locked up.

Life in ‘hair conditicn 
was scarcely to be desired, and the mo- 
ment for the desperate change had ar- 
rived. Suppose they should emerecs from 
the ground and the dog should give the 
alarm they could but die. 

But few moments were spent itn this 
kind of apprehension. The hour had ar- 
rived, and yet, fortunately—yes, provi-

The inner wall, 
by ald of the rope ladder, was soon scaled, 
and now the outer ome had to be at- 
tempted. Captain Taylor (who, by the 
way, is a nephew of old Zach), being an 
active man, by the assitance of his com- 
panions reached the top of the gais and 
was enabled to get the rope over the 
wall. When the fop was gained they 
found a rope extending all around which 
the general immediately cut, as he sus- 
pected it might lead into the warden's 
room.

In slid- 
ing down the wall the general sinned his 
hands badly and all were more or ‘ess 
bruised. 

Once down they separated, Taylor «end 
Shelton going ore way, Hokersmith, Ber- 
nett and McGee another, and General 
Morgan and Captain Hines procecding 
immediately to the depot. 

After their release, General Morgan, 
with his officers, met many adventures, 
including the officers of the union army, 
who were posted at ali probable and pos- 
sible points for seevral hundred miles 
to intercept escaping raiders. He final- 


ly got safely down in Dixie and came to 


Atlante. Many Atlantans remember to 
this day what an ovation the citizens 
gave the general and the speeches made 
by the gencral and some of his men on the 
portico of the old Markham house. For 
weeks the town and country were theirs. 
They captured it and also the hearts of 
both the men and women without even

Details of Raider Morgan’s Escape Reads 
Like Romance.

Mr. R. B. Davis, of Morgan’s com- 
mand, brimful of reminiscences, and now 
an ‘“old vet’ out at the confederate Sol- 
diers’ home, gave me the following, which 
adds interest to the manner and cause of 
Morgan’s capture: 

“On the evening of June 28, 1863, while 
in front of Carthage, Tenn., with the 
view to attacking the next morning, Gen- 
eral Morgan received orders from the 
commanding general to makea raid 
through Kentucky, making the lMne of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad the point 
objective, which was a threatening of 
Rosecrans’ communication with his base 
of supplies. The opject and purpose of the 
raid was to divide an much of Rosecrans’ 
strength from Brageg’s front as coukd be 
accomplished by the move on our part, in 
order that Bragg might retire behind the 
Tennessee river at Bridgeport and save 
his war material, which history will tell 
you was accomplished. 

“Our march began, and, with some dif- 
ficulty on account of a sudden rise in the 
Cumberland, we crossed that stream at 
Burksville by swimming our horses and 
ferrying our battery, and by the evening 
of July 1 we were well across, with the 
enemy in our front, ready to dispute our 
farther advance, but, with a few caseual- 
ties on our Morrowbone, we cleared our 
front and the advance was rather hur- 
ried from that time on. The first se- 
rious obstacle to pass was Green river 
bridge, where, after several hours of hard 
fighting, and sustaining a heavy loss, 
both in officers and men, we renewed the 
march, leaving the enemy still holding 
his position.” 

“With some desultdry changes at Mul- 
drough’s Hill we advanced rapidly upon 
Lebanon, Ky., where on the morning of 
the 4th of July we made an attack, and 
after a hard day’s figating Colonel Han- 
son surrendered after fighting under 
cover with 1,000 men, arms, ammunition, 
etc, 

“Just here we take occasion to remark 
that not one word was ever whispered 
among subordinate éfficers or men about 
anything looking to extension of the raid 
beyond Kentucky limits, but after paroll- 
ing our prisoners at Springfield we turned 
by the way of Bardstown toward the 
main jine of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad. We all thought we understood 
waat our general was up to, as in former 
raids he never negiected the repairs on 
that road whenever they were needed, 
but on crossing the road without much 
damage we got to thinking again .and 
taking up a new route entirely brought 
on more talk. 

‘No such thing had ever entered our 
minds as adding a march tarough In- 
diana and Ohio to the one through Ken- 
tucky, but such was General Morgan's 
purpose, possibly from the very begin- 
ning, and the writer was informed at the 

time that Generals Duke and Johnson, 
brigade commanders, rather discouraged 
the enterprise, but General Morgan was 
a man who would ask your judgment 
but pursue ais own methods, so we got 
ourselves ready for crossing the Ohlo at 
Brandenburg, Ky. 

“At this time our command was con- 
fronted by 1,000 mounted infantry, com- 
manded by Generals Juda and Hobson, 
jwith the Indiana and Ohio infantry 4,000 
strong on our left, besides Woolford’s 
cavalry, 3,000 strong, closely pressing us, 
the Ohio river full of gun boats and 
transports—what could Morgan do wita 
his exhausted 3,000 faithfuls but surren- 
der? General Morgan and some fifty offi- 
cers were placed in prison, the escape 
from which the above is a correct ac- 
count, and his men sent to Camp Doug- 
las and Sandusky City.” . 

From Dr. Amos Fox, of Atlanta, I 
learn that the venerable Captain Hines, 
who planned and executed the escape, 
was in his office last week, and altaough 
feebie physically, he ig quite brilliant and 
bouyant mentally. His state has seen fit 
to gratefully remember him. After hav- 
ing many offices of trust and profit he 
filled acceptably the post of chief justice 
of the supreme court of Kentucky for 
many years. 


The Postoffice Department. 

Boston Transcript: It is reported from 
Washington that the postoffice depart- 
ment will this year come pretty near to 
making both ends meet. The tendency 
has been in the direction of solvency for 
some time. The returns up to June 2 
are not yet complete, and the actual de- 
ficitt is based on estimates for the business 
of the last quarter, still an unknown quan- 
tity. There was a deficit of $3,647,000 for 
the first quarter, but the second and 
third quarters shewed each a surplus and 
an excess of receipts over expenditures 
amounting to $2,338,000 for the last three 
quarters is looked for. This would make 
the net deficiency for the fiscal year about 
$1,307,000. 

Some nine months ago Senator Mason, 
then chairman of the committee on post- 
offices and postal jews in the senate, made 
some interesting statements concerning 
our postal development. At that time he 
said the service had come within $2,000,000 
of making the government good for its 
outlay in this department, notwithstanding 
increased service, and when it was re- 
membered that the government carried its 
own mall, including the franking privi- 
lege of congress, it was evident that the

OUSEKEEPER asks: “Will 
someone give to the house- 
keeper of a large and 
hungry family a recipe for 
making tne old-fashioned 
pumpkin chips?’ 

I wonder if the ‘“‘chips’’ 
our correspondent refers to 
can be the same thing as 
the “string pumpkin” of 
the Louisiana creoles. As 
nearly as I can recollect, 
the pumpkin was cut in 
thin slices, strung, by 

frieans of a needle, on long cotton strings 
and hung up to dry. When dried it was 
cooked in syrup or molasses that had 
been previously boiled down a little be- 
fore the pumpkin was put into it waile 
it was hot and cooked until the slices 
looked like preserves. The flavoring was 
ginger. As cooked by the creoles, it was 
an extremely palapable sweet meat. The 


dried pumpkin wag also made into pies, 


and sometimes stewed and served as a 
vegetable. Okra cut in dice-like pieces 
is strung and dried like the pumpkin and 
used to thicken all soups and to make 
the peerless gumbo.

A nice way to ar- 
range the ribbon is to start with a bow 
of ribbon at the front of case half way 
down the front, bring the two ends 
around to the back and in through the 
holes in the corners, then leave a length 
and bow to hang it by. Finish the top 
and bottom of the case with gold cord ur 
a fancy stitching with gold colored silk. 
On the front above the ribbon bow draw 
a pair of spectacles and paint them with 
diamond ‘gold paint.

through vineyards, every vine having its 

individual stake, the whole country ap- 
parently growing poles about which green 
vines were climbing. 

I would advise our elevator factories to 
systemgtically work the European trade. 
Everyone here lives in a flat. Lyons is 
a city of flats, and this is so throughout 
the continent. Paris is a gigantic bee- 
hive of living apartments, Marseilles is 
all flats, and so are Orleans and. Bor- 
deaux, ‘ 
The chief cities of Switzerland have 
fats. In Berlin and the other places in 
Germany the government prescribes the 
strictest of building regulations. There 
is a limit to the height of the houses 
and small houses cannot be built. The 
result is the people. live in apartments, 
and not one family in a thousand has a 
house to itself. The most of the flats are 
of five stories and only the fewest of them 
have elevators. This is also true of ho- 
tels. A vast amount of building is going 
On in all of the cities and hundreds of 
new apartment houses without elevators 
are being constructed. Such elevators as 
are made in Europe are twenty years be- 
hind the times. They are slow and stuf- 
fy. The doors open the wrong way and 
they look more like seaside bath houses 
than modern elevators. An enormous 
business could be built up for our modern 
elevators and many of our flat improve- 
ments could be introduced at a profit. _ 
There are many curious features in 
French tenement houses. The renters put 
in thelr own gus fixtures and the land- 
lords insist that the pipes be put outside 
the walis, saying that if they are inside 
they may leak. At the close of his lease 
the tenant takes the fixtures away with 
him, or sells them to the incoming ten- 
ant. 

The heating arrangements are very. bad. 
As a rule, every man heats his own apart- 
ment and stoves are used. Steam heating 
plants are not known by the majority of 
French householders, and only the fewest 
of the apartments have electric lights. 

It is wonderful how the people cravd 
themselves into small flats. To save 
room, cupboards are often built in the 
walls of the larger apartments. Each 
cupboard when closed looks as though it 
might be a door leading into. another 
room, but when.opened you can see it has 
a bed inside it and you learn that it is 
there the children sleep. The rooms of 
such apartments are all connected. The 
floorg are very good and they are kept 
shiny by means of iron shavings which 
look much like excelsior. These are sold 
at so much a pound, and they scour the 
floor until it shines. 

One of the queer features of every front 
door igs what the people here cal] a “Ju- 
das.’’ This is a little plate of brass about 
as big as a visiting card with slits a six- 
teenth of an inch wide cut in it. This 
ecard is tacked over a little hole in the 
docr and is so arranged that the person 
within can peep through and without 
being seen tell who is knocking before 
deciding whether she is at home or not. 
If she does not want to receive her caller 
the servant gives word that she is not in 
and therefore the name Judaf. I don't 
know but that this is quite ds honest as 
the Judas kisses which our ladies often 
give their callers when they wish that 
they are elsewhere. 

I have gone through several flats here 
in Lyons. The best of them have no 
comforts for the servants. The usuul 
place for the hired girl is a liftld loft, 
made by cutting off half the height of the 
kitchen, just wide enough to hold a bed, 
where the girl crawls off to sleep. She 
has no light but from the kitchen and 
the ventilation is poor. 

And still Lyons has some very good 
things. How would you like a bath for 
3 cents? I had one today, and two wom- 
en waited on me as I 
went in and out of the 
path room. The bathing 
place was in one of the 
public parks. <A Iittle 
house about 15 _ feet 
square had been ‘there 
erected, and in this were six baths, or 
stalls, divided into compartments by a 
waterproof curtain. Qn one side there

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was an excellent shower. I turned one 
‘spigot and the water came down on my 
head, and another gave me a shower on 
all sides of my body at once. I was told 
that I could use ten gallons of hot water 
end all the cold water | wanted. I was 
furnished soap and towels, and at the 
clese found a comb and brush ready for 
use. These baths are common in many 
French cities. They belong to a company 
which has a concession to operate them 
for thirty years, when they go to the 
rrunicipality. Without each bath house 
averages at least two hundred per day 
the city has the right to consider the ex- 
periment a failure and to cancel the cun- 
tract. At present the patronage is great- 
ly in excess of this mumber, and the com- 
pany is maxing money. 


I have spent much time here about ‘ne | 


United States consulate. It is the Ameri- 
can center of the Rhone valley, and does 
more business than any consulate in 
France except Paris. 

It desrves to be made a consulate gen- 
eral, inasmuch as Lyons is the commer- 


cial center of manufacturing France, and | 
in the most thickly populated part of the .

He speaks French Hike a native, and this, 
in connection with his newspaper train- 
ing and practical ability, makes him one 
of the valuable men of our consular ser- 
vice. 

Consul Covert tells me that our Ameri- 


can exporters are not doing their duty in 


the Rhone valley. There is a big oppor- 
tunity here for the sale of all kinds of 
goods. This is a great leather country, 
naving some of the largest tanneries of 
France, nevertheless quantities of Ameri- 
can glazed kid are shipped in from the 
United States. American dried fruits are 


in demand, and there {fs an openifg for | 


American jams and preserves. There are 


macaroni factories, and the Texas hard | 


wheat can be shipped here at a profit. 
Smoked salmon is much used. 

There is an opening for our carpenters’ 
tools and hardware and also for American 
sewing machines. The chief machine sold 
here is tne Singer. This company has 


thoroughly organized its foreign trade. It | 


has agencies in every country and in 
every town, and it practically monopo- 
lizes its fleld. There is no reason-Why 
other machines would not sell equally well 
if they were properly pushed, for the 
French. and Germans cannot make such 
machines in comparison with us. 

I find Deering harvesters and McCor- 
mick reapers largely used in the Rhone 
valley, and think there should be a big 
opening here for American plows and 
other farm implements. Mr. Antrist, 
one of the Deering representatives at 
Paris, tells me that the farm laborers 
are gradually going to the cities. They 
are working in the factories, and the 
result is that machinery must take their 
Place. This is so not only in France, 
but in all parts of the continent, and as 
a result there is an increased demand 
for agricultural tools. Every manufac- 
turer of such tools should study ‘the ex- 
port trade. There is money in it. 


The recent trouble between labor and 
capital in the great coal strike leads me 
to write of the workingmen’s organiza- 
tions in the Rhone valley. The city of 
Lyons has numerous trades unions. 
Every now and then there is a strike. 
but the men still work long hours and 
for small pay. They have, however, 
some very good institutions, and among 
them are the workmen’s aid societies. 
These are a sort of mutual benefit or 
pension associations, intended to give 
their members money in their old age. 
The members enter when young, and at 
55 expett to have enough money saved 
to be able to retire and live on their pen- 
sions. The amount of pension is in pro- 
portion to the length and amount of sav- 
ing, and the members range all the way 
from three years to sixty. 

Hundreds of school children belong to 
such associations, and the- government 
itself aids in their support. There are 
now more than 2,500,000 members. The 
societies pay out 60,000 pensions every 
year, and have assets amounting to 
about $60,000,000. The societies are under 
the control of the interior department, 
and the officials believe that they prevent 
strikes and divert the members from 
communistic and socialistic tendencies. 

These associations were begun just af- 
ter the French revolution, and they are 
in a thriving condition today. They can

When the child makes its 
first deposit it gets a bank book, and 
when its deposits have reached a franc, 
or 20 cents, it is supplied with a bigger 
ar often ldy aside money in these 
banks for their children, so that they can 
have a capital with which to begin life 
when they reach manhood or woman- 
hood. Mothers lay aside money for their 
daughters’ dowries, and girls thus save 
for their wedding trousseaus. 

The most of such savings is invested 
by the government in bonds and mort- 
gages. The government pays an interest 
of 2 8-4 per cent on the deposits, but no 
account is allowed to run over $400, after 
which the depositor ean, if he wishes, 
draw out the money’and start again. The 
government officials give depositors ad- 
vice as to investments, and especially so 
when the government or the munieipali- 
tiés are about to issue loans.
